Ohio Democrats Will Swallow the Gilded

CotumpBus, O., Jan. 11.—There have been 
no new developments today relative to the 
alleged Senatorial bolt which has been in 
contemplation looking to the defeat of Cal- 
vin S. Brice, the caucus nominee. A large 
number of the Democrats have been inter- 
viewed and they express the one opinion 
that there will be no bolt and claim the three 
men who remained out of the caucus cannot 
afford to aid in the defeat of Brice.

NORTH DAKOTA LEGISLATURE, 


No Date Now Set for Adjournment-—The 
Prohibitionists in Trouble Again. 
Bismarck, N. D., Jan. 11.—[Special.}—The 
Senate today reconsidered the resolution 
passed yesterday designating Feb. 15 as the 


day of final adjournment. Mr. Stevens in- 


troduced a resolution in the House setting 
forth that in cases where members do not 


think they are entitled to per diem during |

THIRTY-EIGHT DEATHS DAILY 


Failure to Make Proper Returns in Gen- 
uine Cases of the Grip. 


ONLY EIGHT VICTIMS REPORTED. 


Influenza Oausing @ Big Increase in the 
Death Rate in Boston. 


DEATHS FROM THE GRIP IN MILWAUKEE. 


An inspection of the certificates of death 
returned by the physicians to the Healtb De- 
partment yesterday and the day “before 
shows conclusively that the grip is on the in- 
crease and more deadly than ever, both by 
itself and in combination with other dis- 
eases. Its latest victims, eight in number, 
are: 

CARLTON T, SAWN, No. 1204 Wabash ave- 
nue, 60 years old, ill one week; influenza and 
asthma. 

ANNA BRUNDER, No. 470 West Erie street, 
69 years old, ill tive days; the grip resulting in cer- 
ebral hemorrhage. 

SARAH M. BRAGG, No. 187% South Halsted 
street, 33 years old, ill four days; the grip and 
pneumonia. 

WILLIAM ORMSBEE, No. 182 West Adams 
street, 55 years old, ill nine days; influenza and 
pneumonia. 0 

MAUD WAKEMAN, No. 5682 Winter street, 4 
months old. ill one day; influenza. 

ZELIA B. PENNY, No. 482 West Madison 
street, 47 years old, ill 4 days; influenza and 
pneumonia. 

ANNIE MONAHAN, No. 878 West Indiana 
street, 22 years old, ill five days; the grip and 
pneumonia. 

LOUISE G. SHEIDLER, No. 732 Clybourn av- 
enue, 68 years old, ill seven days; influenza and 
bronchitis. 

C. W. Ballongs was found dead in his room 
at No. 48 South Curtis street yesterday morn- 
ing. The body was taken to the morgue. 
Ballongs was a circus-rider and 50 years old. 
Death was caused by pneumonis, probably 
resulting from influenza. 

The daily death rate from the various pul- 
monary complaints, where influenza is not 
given as a coatributary cause Dut which is 
believed to be due to the grip, is rapidly 
rising, Against fifty deaths for the first 
four days of the year and ninety-five for 
the second four days, the last two days have 
furnishea seventy-seven deaths from these 
causes. Thus, while from Jan. 1 to Jan. 4 
the daily average was a little over twelve, 
from Jan. 5 to Jan. 8 it was something over 
twenty-three. Thursday and Friday it rose 
to thirty-eight and over. | 

IMPROPER RETURNS MADE. 

In nearly all these cases the duration of 
the disease was but aday or two, and in none 
of them more than two weeks. The ex- 
traordinary increment in their number just 
at this time when the influenza is ripe ren- 
ders it highly probable that in some cases 
the grip, although really present and a 
cause of complications in the disease, is not 


recognized by the physicians in attend- 
* ance, 


Said Dr. Stowell, who attended C. T. Sawn, 
speaking of the probability of this being the 
case: 

“There is no doubt in my mind that in 
many cases of pneumonia, bronchitis, and 
asthma, which are induced by influenza, the 
physician, who is usually not called in until 
after the development of the more serious 
symptoms, loses sight completely of the orig- 
inal cause of the disease in the more marked 
phases which are present when he is suai- 


moned. 


“Now, in the case of Mr. Sawn I do not 
say that influenza alone was the cause of 
death, but as I had previously brought him 
safely through a number of attacks of asth- 
ma I think the influenza prevented my doing 
so again. It inflamed the bronchial tubes, 
rendering the breathing exceedingly difficult 
and eventually causing heart failure, tle di- 
rect cause of death. Asthmais not ordina- 
rily accompanied by inflammation. Dr. James 
S. Ethers also saw the case and corroborated 
my diagnosis.“ 

TWO OTHER CASES. 

William Ormebee was a builder, 55 years 
old, and was attended by Dr. Rowan of No. 
872 West Adams street. 

‘**I saw Ormsbee Dec. 31.“ said Dr. Rowan. 
“He hadthe grip. The headache was acute, 
his eyes were red and watery, and his nose 
was stuffed up, while there was the 
usual soreness all over the body. The 
symptoms were unmistakable. I 
prescribed for him and told him to take care 
of himself. I did not see him again until 
Sunday, two days before his death. It seems 
that great prostration resuited from the at- 
tack of influenza, and while in this condition 
he went out Saturday, exposing himself to 
tne inclement weather. Sunday he was 
down with pneumonia and Tuesday he died.“ 

Mrs. Briggs was a friendiess old woman, 
60 years of age, who supported herself by 
needlework and renting rooms. She slept in 
a fireless room and was taken ill two weeks 
ago today. Dr. S. W. Cox of the Kirkland 
Mission Free Dispensary at No. 111 South 
Halsted street was called to attend ber. 

“Tt was a peculiar case,” said Dr. Cox. 
“It did not start with the grip, but with 
congestion of the lungs. The grip came later 
and then pneumonia, of which she died. She 
was not properly attended to and my direc- 
tions were not observed, for which, of course, 
I am not responsible, knowing nothing of it 
at the time, The influenza which she con- 
tkacted while recovering from the congestive 
attack was characterized by bronchial 
affection, intestinal catarrh, and vom- 
iting. Then came the pneumonia 
and before she died, [observed an eruption, 
or rather a scaling off of the epidermis, in 
spots about the upper lip and nose. This 


| manifestation was characteristic of former 


epidemics of influenza which [ have seen, but 
it is the only case of the kind that has come 
under my observation this winter. 

“The epidemic of ’31 which swept all over 
the civilized world in six weeks was so char- 
acterized. The malady was more serious 
than the present outbreak. Strange to say 
there were deep snows all that winter and 
the condiuons generally were different from 
what they now are. It may be that 
the epidemic has a tendency, like small-pox, 
to flourish in cold weather, ana that our mild 
winter bas saved us from a severer attack 
than we have.“ 

“The grip, as you know,” said a prominent 
South Side physician, is really an aggra- 
vated form of influenza. That is to say it is 
influenza complicated with some of the 
symptoms of pneumonia or other diseases. 

„Now. while I have bad over 150 cases of 
influenza, none of which have ended fatally, 
a certain physician on the North Side tells 
me that he has had fifty cases of influenza, 
all of which’ resultea in the death of the 

ent. His were really cases of the grip, 
including either pneumonia, bronchitis, or 
some similar complication, while my patients 
had merely the influenza.“

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Forcible Arguments Made by Mayor Cre- 
gier and Messra.

Wasuincotox, D. C., Jan. 11.—[Special.]— 
Nearly all the New-Yorkers staid to hear 
what was to be said for Chicago, and there 
was a ripple of curiosity wuen Mayor Cregier 
was introduced. He said the people of Ch. 
cago were united in the desire and deter- 
mination that wherever the Exposition is 
held nothing shall. be wantmg on their 
part to make it not only eminently success- 
ful, but that they will endeayor to add 
their mite to make it comport with the 
dignity of this grand and progressive Na- 
tion. [Applause.] He desired in the name 
of the people of Cuicago to fully reciprocate 
the kindiy expressions of fraternity he had 
heard. There was no rivalry between the 
Empire Citv of America, New York, and the 
Emmre City of the Great West, Chicago. 
[Appiause.] She desires, as already stated, 
the greatest good to the greatest number.

In eighteen years 
ine cite has groen up Ww the 
second of the continent and she 
stands boldly claiming the right of the 
country’s consideration, Remember the 
thousands of squaré miles that lie on the 
other side of the Alleghanics.

the hoiding of the fair, the party releasing 
its claims should be entitled to a pew in 
their own church. When the white 
péople attended their baptisms and wed- 
dings they wanted to provide a special place 
for their entertainment, and one pew to be 
set aside was the acme of their ambition. 
That agreement was cordially entered into 
and carried out. After the pew had been 
set aside and the congregation had assem- 
bled the colored clergyman ascended the 
pulpit aud said: ‘Brethren, we will today 
do away entirely with all ceremonies and 
preaching, with the exception of the smging 
of hymns, but the couplet that I wrote will be 
sung: 

. Glory, hallelujah! 
We has got de pew, 
We bas got de pew.’”’ 

When the laughter over this sally subsided 
Mr. Bryan went on to show how Mr. Depew’s 
personality was about all there was to the 
New York movement for a World's Exposi- 
tien; They got Depew and expected their 
rivals to quit the field at once.

Having directed attention to the financial 
part Mr. Jeffery drew attention to Chicago 
and its ability to conduct properly the Expo- 
sition. For that. purpose he had a map pre- 
pared and hung on the wall, and by means 
of it showed the local geography of Chicago. 
He said: There are now 165 square miles of 
ground and a population of over 1,000,000 neo- 
ple. The city possesses upon its lake front 
Opposite to the outer harbor a tract pf land 
which can be enlarged and extended into the 
Outer. harbor and made to embrace at a 
reasonable cost over 200 acres, and if 
necessary according to some  esti- 
mates, W acres of land. Upon that, con- 
Venientto all the principal hotels, right in 
the business heart of the city, adjacent to its 
great railway stations, contiguious to its 
street-car lines, cable, and other can be plac: 
ed the machinery hall, the fine arts galleries, 
those buildings intended toaisplay the varied 
arts and the divers industries. Por the agri- 
cultural exhibit, which will be very large, 
embracing perhaps hot less than 640 acres of 
land, another location upon the lake, or in 
the rear of the city, or upon the North Side 
of the city, can be readily obtained.” 


CAN HANDLE ALL TRAFFIC, 


All the other Chicago parks were described 
and Mr. Jeffery called attention to them. All 
these parks had boulevards ruunmg in width 
ot from fifty to 200 feet, so there was a cor- 
don of parks and boulevards encirciing the 
city and yet within its umits. He continued: 
“ Centering in this city are twenty-four rail- 
roads. I mean by cat twenty-four railroads 
have terminals in Chicago. Not, gentiemen, 
twenty-four railroads which reach Chicago 
over the —— of other railroads, but twenty- 
four railroads having terminais there; and 
these railroads all parts of the 
city are connected, as you wiil observe, by 
belt lines and connecting tracks, so that 
within the city there is a complete network 
of railroad tracks for the interchange of 
freigLi amd passenger traflic. It is evident 
that no other city in the world has within its 
limits such a complete, well connected, com- 
prehensive, accessible, and un times of 
great pressure indispen- 
sable system railway tracks 
as has Chicago, and I speak whereof 
I know from actual observation and investi- 
gation. There can be constructed in Spain

The twenty-four railroads 
which have terminals in Chicago ageregate 
54,411 miles, and tributary to many of these 
are other lines having traffic contracts with 
them which, if their mile were added to 
the 54,000 mentioned, would swell the total 
actually tributary to Chicago to over seventy 
thousand miles, thus establishing the fact 
that there are more miles of railroad 
resting in Chicago and more miles of rail- 
road tributary to Chicago than are tributary 
to any other city on tne face of the globe. 
r } ‘To conduct its passenger traffic 
or 1889 865,350 passenger cars were received 
and forwarded, Almost a million passenger 
cars are required to conduct the passenger 
travel to and from that city in one year. To

IMMENSE LAKE COMMERCE. 

„In addition to that is its immense lake 
commerce. A fact well known is that Chi- 
cago is the second port in tne United States. 
In number of vessels arriving and clearing 
it is the Gree pert. In tounage itis the seo- 
ond port.“ To show the abiity of its inte- 
rior facilities to handle property and people 
promp within the gates of Chicago, he 
direc attention to the lines on the map, 
showing the cavle-car lines, the lines of 
street cars moved by underground cables, 
and also the horse-car tracks. In 1888 the 
street cars carried a total of 142,000,000 pas- 
sengers. In 1889 there were 163,000,000 
and the average moved per day was 446,57 
passengers, from the records taken by the 
companies themselves. There are excursion 
boats plymg between the parks of the city 
and they can carry 14,160 passengers per 
hour, or 255,000 per day of eighteen hours. 
For thé convenience of those who live beyond 
Chicago Mr. Jeffery directed the attention of 
the committee to the fact that from the city 
named theré are over forty lines of through 
passenger cars to other cities within the 
United States. In other words, that from 
Chicago in all directions, except east 
across Lake Michigan, there reach out 
across the continent, south to the (Gulf, 
down to the borders of Mexico, east to the 
Atlantie Ocean, forty different lines of 
throtigh cars, the lines having termiuals in 
other cities, And there is no other city in 
the entire world that can make such an exhi- 
bition of convenience for peopie to come to 
or depart from it by rail. Applause. 

He appeared before me committee not only 
in behalf of the great city but aiso in behalf 


to what it 16 now. From ‘the Canadian 
border to the southern end of Lake 
Michigan there is, at the Sault Ste. 
Marie rapids and at the Straits of Mack- 
inaw, which are not yet bridged, no 
other means. of access to and from the Eust 
and the .Nerthwest by rail except around 
the south end of Lake Michigan. From the 
point of intePsection of the Canadian border 
and Lake Erie to Chieago, the air line ts 425 
miles. But west from Chicago the Rocky 
Mountains are about 900 miles, east the At- 
lantic Ocean is about 900 miles, and south to 
the Gulf about 900 miles. The greatest pro- 
ductions of the American continent are trib- 
utary to that city. -lilinois berself is a 
demonstration of this. Her population is 6per 
cent, her wheat8 per cent of the United Staves 
wheat crop, her corn 14 per cent of the 
United States corn crop, her eats 17 per cent 
of the United States oats crop, her bitumi- 
nous 800 288. ah of the output of bitumi- 
nous coal ie United States. 

Take mine,“great States, [llinois, Indiana, 
Iowa, Kentucky, Missouri, Ohio, Minnesota, 
Michigan, and Wisconsin. In debt there are 
no other ume States to compare with them— 
no other group of States to compare with 
them. Their debt is 12 per cent of the total 
State debts of the United States. 

Mr. Jeffery then gave the figures of ocean 
carrying capacity, showing how in twenty- 
five weeks under the present equipment not 
more than 184,000 passengers couid be placed 
in our ports from Europe. With new equip- 
ments the extreme limit would be 277,000. 
Should an Exposition be so located as to in- 
convenience and put to expense, the labor of 
travel, and fatigue the millions of our own 
citizens who would desire to visit tne Expo- 
sition to the end that possibly 
184,000 or 200,000 visitors from Europe should 
be convenienced in their visit to us? If there 
should be 3,000,000 Americans who desire to 
see *he Exposition, and they have to go to 
New York, and there should be but 200,000 
foreigners who would come to this Exposi- 
tion if it be heid in Chicago, is it not, as aa 


economic question, wisér, more prudent 
to inconvenience tne 200,000 foreign- 
ers and save our fellow-citizens 


the expense and the ao pine and 
the time necessary to go to New York? [Ap- 
plause.| The foreign exhibits can be trans- 
ported just as weil from the Atlantic sea- 
board to Chicago, no matter how valuable 
they may be, as can our wives and children 
be transported over these same tracks to 
New York. [Applause.| Nor did he find 
when in Europe any odjection on the part of 
the exhibitors to going to Chicago. They did 
not urge any reason such as had been put 
forward of damage to exhibits and of danger 
of inland travel and the consequent objec- 
tions. They said they wanted to travel 
where they traded. The things that they 
sold in the United States are sold mainly in 
the interior—that is, nearer Chicago than 
to New York or Washington or St. Louis. 

In conclusion Mr. Jeffery said: I urge 
you and this committee in behalf of the City 
of Chicago, the greatest commercial city that 
there is; in behalf of the State of Lilinois, as 
great a State as there is west of the Atlantic 
seaboard States; in behalf of the group of 
sigter States, including Missouri, which con- 
tains our rival city, St. Louis; in behalf of 
the entire West and Northwest, and io be- 
half of the States of the Lower Mississippi 
Valley, with many of whose citizens I have 
personal acquaintauce, that you select Chica-

“THE CANALBOAT CITY OF AMERICA.” 


That Is What a New-Xorker Admits the 
Metropolis Is Today. 

“New York is the canaiboat city of 
America. It owed its first prosperity to 
canalboats and canalooats are its reliance 
today.”

On 
the contra ry, it came from a wealthy Eastern 
man whose interests are centered in New 
York, who has his office right in the heart of 
the busy part of that town, who lives close 
at hand with his family in a well-known 
subarb of the big place.

A man comes in, say, on a road 
that terminates at . ae the map, iudending 
to go out on the road terminating at D. To 
do this, although the lines cross at C and he 
could step out there if the system was as it 
should be .and save time and money, he 
must ride down to B, take the ferry there 
across North River to E, ride two or three 
miles to F, and thence take a terry back to 
the Jersey shore at E.“ 

The crowd laughed at this, but one of the 
unregenerate New-Yorkers spoke up:

Everytaing,“ réplied the brand plucked 
from the burning. “Jt is what is going to 
lose the Fair for New York. Look at this 
map. Foreign exhibits of every sort coming 
into New York will either be unloaded at 
Brooklyn or New York: If at Brooklyn they 
will have te be lightered across. If at New 
York they will have to be lugged up tne 
crowded streets in drays. It isn’t the foreign 
exhibiters alone who would suffer. Every 
pound of freight sent on by the great West- 
ern exhibditers would have to be lightered 
and the expense would be tremendous. 

„We haven't boats enough and we can’t 
borrow enough or buy enough or build enough 
to carry the people who wouid come to the 
World's Fair. are a city of canal boats 
that do not respond to the demands of trade 
in any respect. and until we can emancipate 


ourselves we can get nothing.“

Boiler Inspector Tierney put in ‘several 
hours yesterday about the wreck at the John 
Morris company’s piace; making à careful 
examination of all parts ot the boilers he 


could get at. * 
He found the boiler which exploded was 
the west o The east side of the boiler 


was ripped open along the horizontal seam, 
making a nole almost its entire length. The 
iron was not blown away, but was simply 
curied up. All the flues, valves; and pipes on 
this side of the boiler were exposed by the rip, 
and an examination showed them to be injured 
to a remarkably small tent. The other 
side of tne boiler was as good as ever. 
When the hole is patched ub and a few new 
pipes and flues put in the boiler will be as 
good as a new one. fe | 

The Inspector could find mothing to show 
that tueré was low water at the time of the 
explosion, nor could he find any evidence of 
the boiler having been overheated. He 
found the various pipes and flues in good 
order. 

As soon as the Inspector reached the 
wreck he commenced a search for the safety 
valve: After much digging in the débris he 
finally found it. The moment his eyes fell 
on it he discovered that it was not in workug 
order. . ; 

IT WAS IMMOVABLE. | 

At first he was unable to move the lever, it 
being firmly stuck in the valve, If not care- 
fully watched this valve is extremely likely 
to become clogged with the dirt end . sedi- 
ment from the boiler, which makes a com- 
pound remarkably sticky and strong, 80 
strong in fact that even if a boiler could hold 
twenty times its registered pressure the 
valve would remain fixed, thus refusing to 
„% bluw off” When the steam gauge marked 
the point ab which it should do so. The In- 
spector had to pound the valve with a 
wrench for some time before he could move 
the lever. 

“This valve,” he said, “if it was in this 
condition when it was in its proper place on 
the boller—and it must have béen—would 
have refused to blow off steam even if there 
had been a pressure on it of 
600 pounds. This shows negligence on 
the part of the engineer, for 
no safety-valve should be. permitted to be- 
come clogged up as this one was. I warn en- 
gineers about this same thing every day, but 
they don’t seem to give the matter the atten- 
tion they sheuld. Every engineer should try 
this vaive three or four times.a day to see 
if itis in working order.“ 

The boiler that exploded is com tively 
new. It was put into Morris’ establishment 
in 1885, being therefore only four years old. 
It was 14 feet long, 48 inches in diameter, 
and made of the best 5-16 Otis steel. It was 
ofa kind considered by the Inspector ithe 


best boilers made. Aug. 15 this boiler was 


given a hydrostatic test and stood.a pressure 
of 120 pounds. 

At this time it was carefully examined and 
found to be in first-class condition. At the 


time of the explosion the satety-valve was 


supposed to ve set to blow off at eighty 
pounds. ‘The engineer claims that tne boiler 
was carrying only seventy pounds, 

NOT OVERPRESSURE. 

“Tt is ridiculous,“ said Inspector Tierney, 
„to think that this boiler could have blown 
up from overpressure when there was only 
seventy pounds of steam on. I will wager 
$100 that 1 can take that other boiler, which 
is precisely the same, put 400 pounds of steam 
in it, and it will not blownp. If that boiler 
exploded from overpressure it was carrying 
more than seventy pounds. 

„IJ have several theories.“ continued the 
Inspector, as to the cause of the explosion, 
but as yet they are only theories. The shut- 
ting-off or opening of certain valves = 
have caused a blow-up. The particular vaive 
I am thinking of now is on a steam-pipe that 
connectod those two boilers. They were so 
arranged that one boiler could be used alone 
to run the engine. Turning off the valve 
between the two boilers when they are both 
carrying the average number of pounds 
wouid compress an awful lot 
of steam into one boiler—enough 
to explode it ten times over. If the engineer 
shut off that valve and left his boilers for ten 
or fifteen minutes one of them would likeiy 
blow up before he returned, 

„ Then, again, sometimes oil from the en- 
gine gets into the steam, certain gases are 
generated, they ignite, and a terrific ex- 
plosion follows. That is more likely to occur 
in places where the exhaust steam is used. 
which, of course, after passing through the 
boiler must be quite oily. 

‘* But these boilers were fed by good water, 
and the same kind of water has been used 
in tham since they were placed in position. 
For that reason 1 doubt. that the explosion 
was caused by gases. As to the low water 
and overpressure ideas, lam not yet in a posi- 
tion to express myself. 


A NUMBER OF. BAD BOILERS, 

“Within the last three months I have con- 
demned twenty-eight boilers,” continued the 
inspector, ** and ail of them were in bad con- 
dition. Any boilér, however, 1s hkely to ex- 
after it is inspected if it 
does not receive proper attention.“ | 

No one around the scene of the explosion 
yesterday was able to advance any satisfac- 
tery theory as to what caused the boiler to 
explode. Low water, overpressure, imper- 
fect safety-valves, carelessness,. and dozens 
of other things were mentioned. 

A gang of men was engaged removing the 
rubbish from over the boiiers. The voiler 
that did not explode was entirely uncovered, 
but the other was only partially cleared. It 
will be in a position by tomorrow morning to 
be thoroughly looked over. 

The explosion threw the boller back about 
twelve feet from where it originally stood. 
The hole torn out on the first floor is about 
15x25 feet. Things were straightened around 
considerably yesterday and business is to be 
resumed tomorrow mornfag. An electric 
motor is to be used for power. Those about 
the establishment yesterday were unable to 
estimate the damage, but it will be lighter 
than was at first supposed. Printed stock 
suffered mostly and this was only blown and 
scattered about. 

ENGINEER WILSON MYSTIFIED. | 

A TRIBUNE reporter called on .Charies Wil- 
non, the engineer, at his house, No..209 Lar- 
rabee street, last evening. Wilson is pretty 
badly burned about the face and arms, but 
was able ta sit up.

Soon, however, Can- 
drian ceased to find pleasure in his feverish 
and wanton existence. His load of riches 
was fast becoming too heavy for him to bear, 
and by degrees the poor man fell into a pro- 
found melancholy, his mind being forever 
disturbed by fears that some one would 
rob him of his weaith He suspected 
his servants, his friends; his nheigh- 
bors—eyerybody, in short—of having 
designes on his gold and he livedina state 
of savage seclusion. Finally his illusion 
took a new torm. He became a religious 
fanatic and imagined himseit designed by 
Providence to exterminate all the heretics 
trom the face of the earth. He was soon re- 
marked as one of the most devout worship- 
ers, at the Church St. Michel des Batig- 
nollis, and one day in the street he aston- 
ished the passers-by by brandishing a rusty 
saber and crying out that it was his mission 
to destroy the enemies of God. Toward the 
end of January, 1888, he called one day upon 
the curé of the poste. Abbe Lemoine, and 
announced that he was about to start on a 
crusade which might prevent his re 
turn for along time. He begged the Abbé to 
take charge of a box which, he said, con- 
tained his entire fortune, The Abbé accept- 
ed the char depositing the valuables in 
the sacristy. e next morning the con- 
ciérge of the house where Candrian lodged 
found the modern crusader asleep on the 
sidewalk. On being aroused Candrian sprang 
tohis feet and exclaimed in an inspired 
tone: “I start on my cruside!” And with 
that he shuffled away down the avenue De 
Clichy and bas never been seensince. Fif- 
teen months later, no news having been re- 


ceived of the mad crusader, an administra- 


tor of his estate was appointed, who 
proceeded to examine the contents of 
the box of valuables. Then it was dis- 
covered that anumber of important papers 
were missing, and an investigation proved 
that these had been appropriated by a sancti- 
monious trio composed of the sacristan, Fav- 
reuille, the parish undertaker, Lebraseur, 
and the temporary center of the latter’s af- 
tections, a woman named Kirche. These 
precious rascais had been living on the fat 
of the land with the proceeds of their theft, 
while Candrian was wandering through 
foreign lands in search of heretics to exter- 
minate.

A Letter from Benjamin Constant, 

Here is a letter from Benjamin Constant to 
a friend in Paris, dated Dec. 26, which Amer- 
icans will read with interest: 

I have returned to pay a second visit to the 
American Art Association’s exhibition. I de- 
clare that if this exhibition were for sale and I 
were the possessor of che mullions of the Van- 
derbilts or Jay Gould I should buy it; but that is 
an unrealywab e dream. To return to the exhi- 
bition. I/’must first of all praise the general ar- 
rangement, the distribution of places of honor, 
the arrangement of che different subjects, the 
way the rooms are lighted, and thgir luxurious, 
comfortable furniture.

THE REMAINS OF THE DEAD EMPRESS 
AUGUSTA LAID TO REST. 


Public Attention in Berlin Concentrated 
on This Event, to the Exciusion of All 
Other Matters—The Funeral Services a 
Mepetition of Those at the Burial of 
Emperor William — The Trouble Be- 
tween the Germans and Czechs of Bo- 
hemia. |

Bunkix, Jan. 11.—Public attention is con- 
centrated today upon tne funeral of the Em- 
press Augusta, to the exclusion of all other 
topics. The threatening news from Spain, 
we progress in Austria of the Ger- 
man-Czech conference—all seem of 
little . moment to the people here 
by comparison with the grandiose pageant of 
an imperial funeral. The final ceremony of 
the funeral service was, like the other parts, 
all planned to be a repetition of the funeral 
of the Emperor William. The religious 
service was concluded in the Schloss 

Chapel at 12:30 o’clock, and the tolling 

of church bells as the cortége moved at 

once for Charlottenburg. The way was lined 
by troops and by various trade guilds, by 
students from the public schools, by mem- 
bers of veteran societies, and so on, and be- 
hind these thronged thousands of silent, 
sympathetic spectators. The ecclesiastical 
services, as well as the military part 
scene, were a repetition of the 
honors paid to the renowned husband of the 
deceased, while the throng of family and 
official mourners was nearly as large and 
illustrious. The Duke of Edinburg rep- 
resented the Queen of England as 
before. In the immediate circle 
of family mourners were the King 
of Saxony, the Crown Prince of Sweden, the 
Grand Duke of Saxe-Weimar, Christian of 
Schleswig- Holstein, the Grand Puke of 


‘Mecklenburg-Strelitz, the Duke ot Saxe 


Coburg-Gotna, the Prince of Hohen- 
zollern, the Grand Duke Francis of |

The Kings of 

Italy and Roumania each sent exquisite trib- 

utes ot flowers, as did the sovereigns of al- 
most all the German and foreign countries. 

At the principal service on Tnursday even- 
ing the coffin was unclosed and the Empress 
lay as it asleep. The choral piece, I Know 
That My Redeemer Liveth,” was sung as the 
court entered. The Rev. Koegel, 
the Court Chaplain, in an elo- 
guent address reviewed Augusta’s connec- 
tion with German history during the last fifty- 
years. He has since furnished to tne Reich- 
sanzeiger a list of special Scriptural texts of 
which the Empress was particularly fond. 
These are tne Epistle to the Romans xii, 12 
and xiv., 7, Mathew xxvii., 20, Corinthians 
XI., 9, and others. 

Among many anecdotes now made public 
in regard to the dead Empress is the follow- 
ing. In sending a gift to a distressed widow 
she was told that the woman’s husband had 
been a Socialist, and she said: 

“I do not care what the political opinions 
of the man are. 1 only remember that he has 
left a hungry family.“ 

Today the houses in the Unter den Linden 
are draped with black and the lamps are 
shrouded with crane.

The Germans stand in that country 
in a stronger position than the Ulster men in 
Ireland. Yet Taaffe has ignored them for 
ten years and given rein to the Czechs. 
He now finds that in this he 
has not even pleased the Czechs 
themselves: they are not satisfied with the 
repeated concessions made to them at the ex- 

se of the Germans; yet he now asks the 
rmans to help him out of his dilemma by 
making further concessions for the 
sake of peace. This they hold to 
be absurd politics. They themselves 
only demand that inthe German-speaking 
districts of Bohemia the German language 
shall be tne official tongue, and that in the 
districts where there is a mixed popula- 
tion the language ot the majority shall 
revail. The Germans accuse Count 
auffe of trying to make all Bohemia 
a Czech country, and in consequence of the 
success of his efforts in that direction they 
say that German imperial patriotism is dis- 
appearing. They assert that the German 
element, which is the largest and 
strongest national mass in the Em- 
pire, has .been kept down for ten 
years by combinawons of the other elements 
made ust ut. In the coalinons of the 
pationalist elements there is none, they say, 
which could govern Austria alone or 
agree long with any other nationality 
except in opposition to r- 
mans. The German party point out that 
tre Czechs, who at heart are in sympathy 
with Russia, therefore nate the Poles, yet 
despite this the Poles unite with them 
against the Germans, who form the back- 
pone of the country and upon whom alone 
the monarchy could rely in a crisis. ö 

On the other hand, the Czechs do not con- 
template the Germans as such innocent and 
helpless victims of persecution, and intimate 
that this 1s not the first time they have 
heard of the exclusive virtues of that 
race. They accuse the Germans of en- 
deavoring to eradicate from the country the 
Czech language and institutions and what- 
ever else may stand in the way of German 
domination, and assert that they themselves 
have had fair play in the conflict only 
since Count Taaffe has been in office. 
They do not dispute the full 
right of the Germans to use their 
own lang in districts occupied by them, 
but they hold that Bohemia should be inde- 
pendent as Hungary is and claim that the 
Emperor should recognize their national 
rights and privileges by being crowned King 
of Bohemia at Prague, as the Emperors for- 
merly were. 

AN OFFICAL DENIAL. 

The Commandant of Berlin officially de- 
nies the story that when the pass-word was 
given on New-Year’s Day the Emperor form- 
ally addressed the officers regarding smoke- 
less powder, magazine rifles, and 80 forth.

Osborne flats has pay put up. 
lf a man has money to invest be can get a 
better annual return for it by buying rail- 
road bonds than by putting it into a big flat 
house. Besides, he will be sure of his income 
from good railroad bonds, and he is not sure 
of his income trom. flats. The smaller flat 
houses are fairly profitable. There are hun- 
dreds of four, flve, and six story flat houses 
going up all over the city, but the day of 
bnildine ten and twelve story houses is over. 

The Spanish flats on the south side of the 
park were sold under foreclosure; the Plaza 
Hotel, which was on somewhat the same 
plan as the big flat houses, was sold at a 
forced sale. The Osborne pays. but if the 
owner left it to an agent and did not give it 
personal supervision i; is doubtful if the in- 
come from it would amount to more than 
could be got from the same amount of money 
invested in New York City bonds. The Da- 
kata pays, too, but the money invested in the 
other houses in Seventy-second street at the 
same time that the Dakota was built brought 
a much larger percentage of return. 

What builders are putting up now are 
houses for a single family or four, five, or 
six story flat bouses. he single-family 
houses are mostly on the west side, above 
Seventy-second street and west of Ninth 
avenue. The flat houses are goine up in 
Harlem, between Ninth avenue and the park, 
on the east side, and south of Seventy-second 
street on the west, 

Builders know what form of building pays 
them best, ana their abandonment of enor- 
mous flat houses shows, more than the books 
of any one house, that the biggest houses do 
not pay. They are fairly well filled, even 
though the rents are more than tne sum for 
which a tenant couid get a single house all to 
himself in some parts of New York. The 
rents charged in some of these big flat houses 
are more thanapleasant place within an 
hour’s ride of New York could be bought for. 

The expense of maintaining these big flat 
houses eats up the profits. If a flat house is 
run for the best kind.of tenants, and the only 
kind who will pay the high rents, it must be 
kept in excellent repair. The best service 
must be given or tne tenants will go to eat 
ing house themselves or off to some family 
The family hotels, which are increas- 


house the 
flats, or the

ing in number every year, have done much to 
4 away from the profits of the big flats. 
Along Broadway above Thirtieth street, in 
Fifth avenue, and in the cross streets, hotels 
have been going up, since the big flat houses 
were built, intended for the accommodation 
of the same kind of peopie. These family 
hctels pay good profits, and prove that there 
is a large number of people in New York 
who want good living without the expense of 
a house. 

The hotels have advantages over the flats 
which induce many peopie to prefer them. 
The flats usually have more room, but when 
a man has a small family he does aot want 
too many rooms, especially if he does not 
have his own cooking done. A good flat in 
one of the big flat houses rents for from 
$3,000 to $6,000, 

Three thousand dollars a year is $60 a week. 
For this sum a man and bis wife can live well 
at almost any hotel in New Lork. If they 
want several rooms they will have to pay 
more; but at a hotel tney do not have to pay 
servants’ hire, though their fees to the serv- 
auts amount to something. They do not have 
the trouble of cooking or of keeping house. 
Some women prefer to keep house, even if it 
costs more than living at a hotel: but living 
ata hotel you avoid many of the evils of 
boarding. You escape thé accusation of 
“living in a boarding-house,” though that is 
what a family hotel really is. 

A big flat is no piace for a man and his wife 
unless they have children. The family hotels 
do not like to take children, but the owners 
of flats are not so particular. Children in- 
crease the cost of living in the family hotels 
im a greater proportion than they do in a flat. 
The rent of afiatis not increased, no matter 
how many children a man has. 

What eats up the high rents im the big flat 
houses is the hiring of servants and the keep- 
ing of tne flats in repair. The owner of a big 
flat house cannot well put the repairs on the 
tenants in the way the owners af private 
houses do. Even if a clause were inserted in 
each lease of a big flat house that the tenants 
would have to pay fer the repairs the owner 
would have the care of all the halls, the ele- 
vators, the cellars, the attics, and the heat- 
ing and plumbing anybow. The tenant 
would not repair anything outside of his own 
flat. It would be hard to make him paint the 
woodwork around the windows, even if each 
tenant might not fancy a different color or 
shade for his own. The tenant cauid not be 
forced to keep the front of the house in re- 


pair. 

A big flat house requires the services of 
plumber, carpenter, and painters constantiy. 

It makes a difference of balf of 1 per cent 
in the return on the costof a flat house 
whether an elevator is runor not. Fiat 
house ele vators do not last the way business 
Office elevators do, and they do not have the 
same kind of use. Elevators require the em- 
ployment of one or two boys or men to look 
alter each one. There must be an engineer 
and a fireman,or two engineers and two 
firemen. Then there are the constant repairs 
to the elevators and elevator shafts, added 
to which is the interest on the greater cost of 
constructing a building with elevators. 

Then a big flat house has more servants in 
proportion than a small flat house. The 
servants wear liveries. The liveries cost 
money, and it costs money to pay the serv- 
ante who wear the liveries. There is a man 
at each entrance day and night. This is not 
necessary in a small flat house, where the 
doors are always kept closed, and where the 
people who live there carry latch keys in- 
stead of pushing an electric button and wait- 
ing until the portais are thrown open by the 
liveried minion, Every big flat house has a 
superintencent, who gets from $1,500 to 
$5,000 a year. Smaller flats are looked after 
by agents. 


“THE THREE FUTURES FOR CANADA.” 


Erastus Wiman Addresses the People of 
London, Ont., on This Sabject. 
Lonpon, Ont, Jan. 11—Erastus Wiman 
addressed a meeting here this evening under 
the auspices of the Young Liberal Club. His 
subject was the Three Futures for Canada.“ 
These he defined as continued colonialism, 
annexation, or an independent republic. 
Annexation in Canada had been made a dis- 
loyal bugbear which a mock sentimentality 
had clothed with features. unattractive, 
but which upon éxamination would be found 
to be of the most destrable character. It was 
one of the noblest heritages to be an Amer- 
ican citizen, and the child born in the United 
States to succeed to the achievements of the 
present generation had possibilities of a hap- 
pier future than the child born in any other 
land under the sun. Mr. -Wiman maintained 
that the growth of the annexation sentiment 
in Canada had been promoted by a discussion 
of the possibilities of a commercial union, 
but that as practical force in poli- 
tics it would take twenty-Hve years to 
elect twenty-five members of Parliament 
of 250 in favor of a separation from Great 
Britain. An independent nationality was 
much more attractive, and tnere was no rea- 
son why the young Canadians should not 
look forward to a great republic in perfect 
harmony with the United States. Mr. 
Wiman said that the whole question of the 
success of Canada must be decided in this 
the last decade of the present century. At 
the general election to be held within 
eighteen months the question if not put 
squarely before the people would result in 
the triumph of the Liberal. party, who had 
adopted as the sole plank of their platform 
unrestricted trade relations. Should Con- 
gress early express its readiness to meet this 
overture no power on earth could prevent a 
practical union for all commercial purposes.

said Mr. Cooley. At the same time I can 
understand how the reporter might have 
been misled into attributing the statement to 
me. I did say that 55,000 cubic feet of water 
had been sent through the cunal, and that at 
various times since the recent improvements 
in the canal pumping-works were made. I 
have also stated that the canal can carry 
80,000 feet of water without causing any 
serious trouble or doing any damage to prop- 
erty adjacent. | 

“This whole subject has been befogged 
and befuddled by the foolish talk of unscien- 
tific men and the gush of politicians who 
know nothing about it. Here are some facts 
on the subject which will make the matter 
piain, because they are the result of scien- 
tific and purely professional examination, 
The observations were made at the dates 
named.

“In the case of the examination of June 
13, 1887," continued Mr, Cooley, “we were 
never satisfied as to its accuracy.

The pumping-works 
at Bridgeport had been at work only eighteen 
hours. It takes at least twenty-four hours 
for regular flow after the pumps are set at 
work.“ 

“Then you say the canal has a capacity 
of 55,200 feet!“ i 

* Why, the canal has a capacity of at least 
80,000 feet. Its capacity has never been 
tested. There has deen more humbug and 
farce about that canal than there has been 
about any engineering project in he world. 
It was constructed for a specific purpose. It 
has never done full duty. There are 
four engines at the Bridgeport 
works. More than three at a time 
have never been worked. While three 
are at work, the fourth is under repair. If 
this practice was not pursued there might 
come a time when’ the whole four pumps 
would be worthless. The three pumps have 
a capacity of 42,000 cubic feet when properly 
worked. When the four engines are going 
they can send dowa 60,000 cubic feet. Since 
they weré constructed the four engines have 
never been worked simultaneously at their 
full capacity.” 

“The pumps were put in,” said a well- 
known @ngineer who was in Cooley’s office 
when the interview was in progress. while 
Cregier was Commissioner of Public Works. 
It was a Cregier contract. Everything was 
approvea by him. The whole thing is the 
greatest engineering botch in the history of 
any great city. I have it on the authority 
of ngineer Northway andi Benezette 
Williams chat it took two years 
lor the coebtractors to produce the 
result promised in their contract, and three 
months after the contract was approved the 
wheel muchinery was so worn that the whole 
thing has not been capable of effective work 
since.“

TO SEND MORE WATER. 

Mr. Cooley was asked what he thongbt was 
the solution of the whole difficulty pending 
the completion of the main drainage chan- 
nel. He said: 

“The solution isto send more water for 
dilution down the daual. The banks are now 
high enough along the whole route to contain 
82,000 cubic feet of water. We can raise the 
water by the pumping process at Bridgeport 
eigbt feet above aatum. That will give us a 
flow of 82,500 feet, makmg all necessary al- 
lowanceés for fricuon, errors in calculawon, 
etc. There will be no occasion’ to raise the 
grade of bridges, except pérhaps that of the 
Grand Trunk railroad bridge. The highway 
bridges will not need to be disturbed.”’ 

But there is a demand of from 100,000 to 
120,000 cubic feet?” 

„Well, that quantity can be sent through 
the canal at comparatively little cost. The 
banks from Brighton Park to the Grand 
Trunk railroad bridge will have to be height 
ened. The brickmpkers have removed the 
spoils banks between these points. They 
can be easily and ¢heaply replaced. It will 
not cost more than $10,000. This side of 
Summit and skirting the Wentworth farm 
some damage will de done by overflow 
through drainage cuts. This will not cost 
$5,000. Below Summit and at the Cronin and 
Moorehouse farms the banks will also have to 
be raised to contain the 120,000 cubic feet. 
All the rest will be plain sailmg until we 
reach Jack's locks’ below Joliet. There is a 
waste weir there now. To heighten it will 
cost a mere trifie. Supt. Leignton of the Ca- 
nal Commission says that 120,000 cubic feet 
can be sent tarourh without material dem- 
age, and that the Canal Commissioners are 
prepared to take care of that amonnt if Chi- 
cago Will raise the bridges and heighten the 
banks between Brighton and the Grand 
Trunk bridge, opposite the Cronin and 
Moorehouse farms, and pav about $5,000 dam- 
ages for the Wentworth farm.’! 

DAMAGES VS. IMPROVEMENTS. 

But what about the project of draining 
through the West Fork and émptying over 
the Ogden dam into the Desplaines}” 

That was the project outlined by ex-Mayor 
Roche, It was the most feasible project that 
could be thought of at the time. The Cunal 
Commissioners 27 said they could not take 
care of more than 25,000 cubic feet additional. 
They believed the fairy stories about the 
capacity of the Bridgeport pumps, but inves- 
tigation proves that yor Roche had been 
deceived in this matter. To send sewage 
dewn the Desplaines would cost Chicago con- 
siderable. There are four ice-houses below 
Summit, Every one of them would. claim 
$100,000 damages, and juries might accord 
them $60,000. Then the farmers would claim 
damages for polluting the water supply for 
their cattle. The quarrymen would also 

rowl. The damages would. not fail below 

250,000. The canal can be raised at the points 
I have already indicated. New pumps can be 
erected, A canal or slip can bé cut through 
from the South Fork to the main channel, and 
the railroad bridges can be raised for this 


amount.“ 

“ Whatever machinery is now 1 71 in ought 
to be of the simplest kind. The Dutch wheel 
is not only the best, but itis also tne most 
economical. It'ought to be put in at the west 
end of the South Fork. The water should be 
drawn through that fork. Once cleansed out 
the South Branch would not be much of a 
nuisance. It would be a great convenience, 
on the contrary. If Ald. O'Neill is right, and 
Ithink he is, the Stock-Yards packers ought 
topay theexpense of those South Branch 
pumping works, about $125,000. The city 
could stand the remaining expense.”’ 

“lam afraid,” put in Mr. Cooley’s en- 
gineering friend, “ that Mayor Cregier will 
not lisven to your proposals se they cou- 
flict with his own and rather reflect on his 
tenes when he was Commissioner of Pub- 
lic Works.“ . 

“I don’t think that the Mayor can afford 
to ignore demonstrated stientific and econ- 
omic facts,” said Mr. Cooley, Besides the 
Aldermen are masters of the situation and 
they seem tobe in earnestin this matter. 
Chicago sewage can be properly diluted for 
ten years to come at a cost of $250,000. If the 
private corporations coutribute $100,000 it 
will not cost the tax more than $150,- 
000. That is . a moderate price for 
ten years’ lease.

These taxes became due and payabie from the

I anon from the revenue law bearing on this 
point: 

„Sec. 155, Every Town Collector, upon receiv- 
ing the tax book or books, shall proceed to col- 
lect the taxes therein mentioned, and for that 
purpose shall call at least once on the person 
texed or at his place of residence or ousiness, if 
in the town such Collector, and shall de- 
mand payment of the taxes charged to him on 
his 8 

Sec. 156. In case any person, company, or cor- 

ration shall refuse or neglect to pay the taxes 
mposed on or them when demanded, it shall 
be the duty of the Collector to levy the same, 
together with the costs and charges that may 
accrue, by distress and sale of the personal prop- 
erty of the person, company, or corporation who 
ought to pay the same.“

A Revolutionary Widow, Aged 90, 
At the homeofherson, F. M. Dabney, near 
Barry, II., Mrs. Sarah B. Dabney celebrated her 


9th birthday Dec. Pa 1880. She is a remarkable 

character, and today en- 

Joys the distinction ot be- 

ing one of the only two 

widows of revolutionary 

soldiers known to be liv- 

ing. She was born near 

Richmond Ky. Dec. 25, 

_ 1799. At 18 years of age 

she Was united in mar- 

riage to John G Dabney, 

near her birthplace. They 

remained in Kentucky 

until 1833, when her hus- 

band died. Nine chil- 

dren were born to them, 

two of whom are still 

living. Mrs. Dabney re- 

mained a widow, and in 

1853 went to Barry, III., 

MRS, SARAH B. DABNEY. where she still resides 

with her sop. She has drawn a pen- 

sion of $12 & month since 1853. Mrs. Dabney is 

small in stature and searcely weighs 100 pounds. 

She has enjoyed good health all her life, notwith- 

standing peculiar trials and privations in early 

days. and she has always persisted in performing 

her household duties, even to her washing. She 

is how quite deaf. Until recent years she has 

been a familiar figure in her walks to and from 
town to her home, one and a half miles away. 

John 2 Dabney, her deceased husband, was 

born in Gloucester County, Virginia. about the 

ear 1760, where he resided until he went into the 

evolutionary War. His widow and son have no 

record of the time of his enlistment, or of the 

time he was in service. They only know that he 

was a private and was, they think, in the com- 

mand of Gen. Greene of the Department of the 

South. Mr. Dabney’s marriage with his sur- 

viving widow was his second, she being 18 and 

he 57 when they wedded. Helived to the good 

old age of 78 before departing this life. 


Nimble Chinese Reporters. 

The Chinese language as the natives use it has 
great force, fluency, and direction. It is prac- 
tical as the nation is practical, and those who use 
it are too independent to abandon the speech and 
writing handed down to them through so long a 
line of ancestors. It will be made the medium 
of instruction in science and is very suitable for 
becoming so. They have contractions for all their 
characters which foreign students do not trouble 
themselves to learn, but the use of which in fact 
qualifies thé Chinese to become shorthand re- 
porters of speeches in their own language. 

They do not practice speech-making, but if 
they did and if the native newspapers formed a 
staff of shorthand reporters they would not need 
to learn 4ny foreign system. They can report 
quite fast enough themselves with a little prac- 
tice, and they write the contractions with 
wonderful quickness. Their hand muscles are 
pliable, tneir fingers small, and the writing 
brush they employ is an instrument superior in 
speed to the steel pen or the guill. The scribes 
at an imperial audience probably write all or 
nearly all that is said. Scribés who are paid 
by the piece get through 4 large amount of copy- 
lug in a short time. Yet let no one expect a 
teacher who is paid by the month to writ» fast. 
He has every reason to be slow. But copyists, 
paidso much for a thousand characters, try 
naturally to transcribe as Many thousandin a 
week as they can. The rapid work of such copy- 
ists, especially if they are allowed to use con- 
tractions, favors the conclusion that by using 
Chinese characters specialists could easily write 
all that a good speuker says. As to whether 
hey could compete with the quickest European 
stenographers may perhaps soon be brought to 
trial m Japan, where many thousands are now 
learning to write in the Roman onaracter. The 
new school will soon proceed to add shorthand 
to Romanization, and then it will soon be decided 
which is the best adapted for swift and accurate 
reporting.— Vertu China Herutd.

You will de given the amount 
one hour after your examination closes.’ 

“What will you consider satisfactory evi- 
dence?”

„The Times people want evidence to the effect 
that Parnell was a party to the Phoentx Park 
murder if not the instigator of them, and your 
évidence to that effect Will be satisfactory to my 
friends aud secure to you the fortune you name 
and the fullest protection of the Government.“ 

“Is Government aiding the Times in defraying 
the expenses of the commission?’

Then if, as sometimes happens. the loss or a 
pocketbook is immediately discovered, the 
real thief, haying passed the purse to the 
confederate, can be as sympathetic as any- 
body, and, if suspicion’ makes it absolutely 
necessary, can submit to an examination 
with the same confidence in the result that 
might be felt py the most innocent person 
present. It is the wrap, however,

the male pickpockets are not the more suc- 
cessful they are at least the more adroit and 
audacious. They have to be so, for they 
don’t confine themselves to women’s 
pockets. They seldom ty to take 
money from men’s ets, as close-fitting 
clothes make the risk of detection too great; 
but they find it an easy matter to steal, or, as 
it is termed, “ring” watches from men. 
This is done while the victim, with unbdut 
toned coat and expanded watch chain, stands 
in a street crowd. The thief slyly gets the 
watch from the pocket with one ana, while 
with the other he the chain at the 
lower end. A short, quick jerk with both 
hands in opposite directions and the ring 
which is the connecting tink between the 
chain and the watch becomes separated 
from the watch stem. The watch is then in 
the hands of the thief, while the chain and 
ring are dangling down the front of the vic- 
tim’s waistcout. 

A person has but to try this trick with his 
own watch to see how easily it may be done. 
Pickpockets do these things in crowds, but 
they cannot always find a crowd, and some- 
times have to resort to making one them- 
seives. They do this gener on railroad 
trains, where the general hustie and bustle 
give them opportunity to get a well-dressed 
man in their clutches, As the victim is about 
toenter the car heis brought face to face with 
a man who is in a hurry to getout. The two 
squeeze together in a doorway, and two other 
men, both in a hurry, ascend the platform 
and also try to get into the same car. Three 
of the men are pickpockets aud the stranger 
is between them by a prearranged plan. He 
is quickly robbed of his watch, and perhaps 
a diamond-pin and his pocketbook. This 
trick is well known to the police, but police- 
men do not travel on every train: 

itis for the reason that crowds are con- 
stantly congregating before the windows of 
large stores that Inspector Knox is detailed 
to patrol in citizen’s clothes on Washington 
street in the vicinity of Temple place. It 
there is a crowd m that vicinity Knox is 
surely standing in some doorway from 
which be can view the face of almost 
crowd. He does not 
watch hands; be watches faces. Not 
that he recognizes the tace of every pick- 
pocket, but ne knows that if a man or wom- 
an in that crowd is paying no attention to 
the window scene or otner attraction, but is 
occupied in viewing the clothing of his or 
her neighbors, he or she is,. nine times 
out of ten, a piekpocket, The suspicion-may 
be strengthened by thé nervous or cautious 
way in which tne thief occasionally turus 
his head, presumabiy to ascertain if he 
is watched. Tne Inspector still pays no at 
tention to the hanas. waits. patien 
till the suspected person leaves the crow 
If the latter is really a pickpocket he will 
walk quickly along, turn into a side street. 
where, in a doorway, he will wait for his con- 
federate; or, if there be no confederate, 
will take out the stolen pocketbooks and ex- 
amine them. While he is engaged the In- 
spector interferes. 

“ Pickpockets,’’ said Inspector Knox, are 
of all ages. I've arrested during my twenty- 
three years of service as police officer in uni- 
form and citizen’s dress 3,000 persons, at 
least 1,000 were Ayn 1 — The est 
pickpocket I know isan Englishman named 
Richard Busby, who is now sérving a 
sentence of seven years in the State 
prison at Chariestown. He is 70 
years old.

Why the Eloquent Lawyer Did Not Have a 
Chance to Deliver a Great Speech. 

Indianapolis Journal: The late Maj. Jon- 
athan W. Gordon and. Senator Voorhees 
were engaged on opposite sides in the trial 
ofan important breach-of-promise suit at 
Paris, III., Gordon representing the defend- 
and Voorhees the plaintiff. They 


ing rooms, and were often together during 
the evenings. A local attorney was assist- 
ing Voorhees in the prosecution of the case, 
and the evidence tended strongly against 


Gordon’s client from the first and he had 


littie hopes of a verdictinhisfavor. The evi- 
dence closed late one evening, and that nicht 
Voorhees entered Gordon’s room at the hotel 
and the two engaged in conversation. The 
time that each would require in the argu- 
ment was referred to, and Gordon asked: 
“Voorhees, whatare you going to say to- 
morrow?’ 

the plaintiffs attorney did not answer 
the question directly, but rising from his 
chair and bending over its back, as he looked 
Gordon in theeye, he entered upon a dis- 
cussion of the case. As he proceeded he 
seemed to forget where he was, and made 
the speech that he had mapped out in his 
mind to deliver to the jury the next day. 
His denunciations of the defendant, as Gor- 
don afterwards described them, were 
simply terrific, his appeaisin behalf of the 
fair plaintiff touching in the extreme, and 
his review of the evidence of the case strong 
ana convincing. Gordon afterwards de- 
clarea that he feilt at the time that if that 
speech evor went to the jury his client 
would be mulcted in heavy damages, and he 
eet about to devise some means to offset it. 
When court convened the next morning 
the Judge asked if there had been any agree- 
ment as to the argument, and Gordon 
responded, apparently as if little concerned, 
that he supposed the prosecution was en- 
titied to the opening and the close, and it 
was hardly necessary to limit the argument. 
With this understanding the argument was 
opened by the local attorney. presented 
the case for the plaintiff in a fair manner 
and left to Voorhees, as he supposed, the 
work of embellishment and appeal to the 
feelings of the jury. When he sat down 
Gordon rose and, addressing the court, said 
that ine plaintiff’s attorney had made a fair 
presentation of the case, and he wouid sub- 
mit it to the jury without further argument. 
Voorhees saw the point in a moment, but, 
his side having ‘had tne opening and the 
close, he could not claim more, and he con- 
tented nimseif with turning upon Gordon 
and vowing that he would get even with 
him if he had to follow him around the world. 
The jury returned a verdict for nominal 
damages against the defendant, and Gordon 
always contended that but for his little 

iece of sharp practice his client would have 

en ruined.

Evening Funerals and Professional 


Mourners. 

The undertaker was a big, jolly-faced man, 
about the last one you would pick out as con- 
nected with any funeral enterprise, and 80 
the New York Times reporter informed him. 

„O he said, smilingly, the long face and 
somber aspect popularly associated witb our 
guild were done away with about the time 
the smell of varnish left the coffins we 
handle. An undertaker now when in actual 
pursuit of his calling needs only to conduct 
himself with decorum. He is not expected 
to be personally affected by the death of the 
person of whose remains he is in charge. A 
great many people would really regard it as 
a piece of impertinence in me to go about the 
house of mourning with exaggerated woe 
written on my countenance and sighs exhal- 
ing from my throat. They need my services 
at a particularly sad time, but they neither 
expect nor want my sympathy. 

“And doesn't my business make me sol 
emp? No, indeed. To begin with, we get 
used to it. A King is not a hero to his valet, 
you know, and our constant and familiar as- 
sociation with death robs even that grim 
monarch of much of his terrible state. Be- 
sides, it isa good business, this of under- 
taking, and where a man is succeeding he is 
not apt to be gloomy over his mode of suc- 
cess, provided it is legitimate. And you 
will admit there is no more legitimate busi- 
ness than ours. When death enters your 
home the undertaker becomes atonce the 
most important person in your horizon. 
because you are so ignorant of the details of 
has work that you do not appreciate the in- 


numer able ways in which he spares your 


feelings and saves you pain, and it is be- 
cause the. living shrink always from any 
knowledge of our trade that the great strides 
in the profession are unnoticed. Nobody 
studies fashions or improvements in coffins 
and funerals, and yet I doubt if there is any 
industrv in this country which is more con- 
stantly changing and advancing. 

“I was talking the other day with one of 
the large manufacturing undertakers of 
Pennsylvania. Hetold meof the shock it 
was to the community in which he lives when 
he started to make coffins ahead. It was 
fully twenty years ago, he said, and he had 
two or three good men on hand whom he 
couldn't keep in work. It occurred to him 
to make up what materials he had in the 
shop into coffins of several different sizes. 
He did so and the townspeople were shocked. 
At that time it was the custom when a per- 
son died to summon the undertaker t 
haste and get the measure at the earliest 
possible moment. It was then nip and tuck, 
sometimes day and night work, to get the 
article ready, varnished, dried, and varnished 
again befére the funeral. Coffins always 
smelied of the last ceat of varnish in those 
days and it was Dy no means uncommon to 
have them stack to the rests or to the sides 
of the bearers’ coats. 

“By keeping them in stock all this was 
avoided, and really sometimes disgraceful 
scenes were prevented, for more than once a 
hard-pressed, unséntimental country under- 
taker has been known in the cases of persons 
hopelessly ill and evidently near their end to 
endeavor surreptitiously to get a measure be- 
fore the breath had left the body. But, as 
my friend said, the neighbors did not lke it. 
And I can recall right in my own little native 
town the same prejudice. The villagé cabi- 
net naker was also undertaker, and he put 
outa big sign, set across the sidewalk, li ke 
tne warning at the railroad crossing, wh'ch 
readon one side, ‘Ready-Made Coffins,’ and 
on the other, ‘Coffins Ready-Made.’ It was 


on the main thoroughfare, and most of the 


villagers passed it two or three timesa day. 
Nobody liked it. I have heard my father 
growlatit. *‘Humph,’ he would say, ‘Jones 
is in a mighty hurry to sell us a coin. Kind 
o’ encouragin’ us to die.’ 

„We boys, on separating at dusk or in the 
evening, always accompanied one another to 
that dreaded point and then, simultaneously 
turning, scampered as fast as we could in op- 
posite directions, each cheered by the sound 
of the others’ footsteps. I laugh now when 
I think of my folly over that poor wooden 
sign. 

“Nowadays, of course, all that is done 
away with. You-can go into an undertaker’s 
office today and see nothing that will give a 
hint of his business, unless it is one or two 
pictures of beautifully-kept cemetery lots. 
Some offices have samples of the stock there, 
but you do not know it unless you have a3t- 
ually come to inspect them, Then the under- 
taker will press a spring in a panel of cne 
wall and let down an upright piece to the 
reverse side of which a completed casket is 
attached. He may have a dozen or more 
samples of different sizes and styles thus 
canceaied, but the casual visitor does not 
suspect it. 

Some undertaking shops are really mag- 
nificent in their appomtments. I recall two 
now, one ip Springfield, Mass., and one in 
Pittsburg, thay outshine any of the trade in 
New York. The Pittsburg place occupies a 
whole building. The office or reception-room 
is a large, cheery place, fitted in oak and 
leather, with a big fireplace on one side in 
which there is always a blaze, except in mid- 
summer, Next to this, and connected by 
sliding doors that can make the two apart- 
ments one, is a beautiful little chapel, with 
organ, stationary seats, reading desk, and 
all, where funerals can be neld if desired. 
Back of this is a trimming-room, where 
caskets are lined and trimmed, and on the 
second and third floors are the manufactur- 
ing rooms. The janitor and his family live 
on the top floor, and in the basement is a 
morgue and cremadtory. There's only one 
ghostly thing tome in the whole place, ‘and 
that is the elevator. This is built long and 
narrow, to carry full-sized caskets in a bori- 
zontai position, and, by Joye, when I got into 
it, I didn’t like it. 

Some of the other improvements in the 
business? Well, we're trying all the time to 
make better and more durable caskets. 
Cedar is the wood most used now, that being 
an especially serviceable wood. There is a 
firm in Low ville, N. V., which is making as- 
bestos coffins. A sheli of half-inch wood is 
made, which is covered inside and out with a 
sheet of asbestos paper a quarter of an inch 
thick, manufactured from the mineral by 
some secret process. A rubber cement is 
combined with it, making the composition 
water as well as fire proof. The case is then 
covered with cloth. The company claims 
that it produces an indestructible casket. It 
is considerably heavier and rather more 
expensive than the average wooden case, but 
does not weigh or cost so muchas the metallic 
ones. These latter are as yet considered the 
most secure and are much used for promi- 
nent persons whose . graves micht be dese- 
crated. The remains of both Grant and 
Garfield lie in metallic cases, and so do those 
of scores of Judges, statesmen, and prom- 
inent men all over the country. 

“What coverings are largely used now? 
All kinds. Black broadcloth for elderly men 
and women, plush for those in middle life, 
and the same materials in white for youths 
and children are perhaps the most employed 
for the expensive funerals. Veivetis some- 
times used, not often though, and I knew of 
acasket being covered with thick white 
satin fora bridein another city. This was 
the taste, not of the husband, but of tne 
mother of the unfortunate young woman, 
whose untimely death almost distracted her. 
She had her daughter’s body robed in her 
wedding dress, aud the satin case was put 
into a second case of white enamelea wood 
before it went into the rough box that kept

“One thing more, Did you know that there 
are professional mourners piying their trade 
in New York? Yes, we ail know they exist 
in various European cities, but they are also 
right here today. We don’t employ them or 
recognize them, and they are hardly an organ- 
ization by themselves, but that they figure 
at a great many funerals is a fact that I can 
substantiate. ey are usually men, who 
will, though, if 2 bring suitably-attired 
women with them, and they watch the obitu- 
ary column and follow it up. They gauge 
their success by general surroundings. If 
few people go in and out of the house, and a 
little judicious — in the neighbor- 
hood reveals the fact that the be- 
reaved family are strangers in the 
neighborhood, then the professional boldly 
mounts the steps and makes his errand 
known, of course in aguardea way. He is 
often employed. He acts for others of his 
class, too; will come alone or will secure the 
attendance of others as well. His scale of 
compensation is a movable one, too. He will 
get money if be can, but he will on occasion 
cal! the thing souare fora meal afterward. 
Sometimes the actual family of the deceased 
know nothing of the arrangement. Some 
officious and commonplace person takes tne 
responsibility, but more often the surviving 
relatives are not averse to the proceeding. 
They want the neighbors to see a crowd at 
the funeral, and they swell the numbers by 
this means.”’ 


HE STANDS BY HIS BIBLE DOCTRINE. 


A Moonshiner Who Remains in Jail Rather 
than Take an Oath. 

Atlanta Constitution: A moonshiner named 
Henry Adams is the central figure in a re- 
markadle case. He is in Fulton County jail 
with no charge against him, and with nothing 
between him and his liberty but the taking 
of an oath. He could take the oath and 
swear nothing but the truth, but he sticks 
close to his Bible doctrine, and absolutely 
refuses to take ap oath of any sort. The law 
is so framed that the Judge is left no discre- 
tion in the matter, and Adams is in jail for 
an indefinite length of time. 

The facts are these: Nearly three months 
ago Adams, whose home is in Lumpkin 
County, was sentenced for a term of two 
months and a fine of $100 for illicit distilling. 
He served out his tame in Fuitoa County jail, 
less the ten days allowed for good behavior. 
There isalaw, Sec. 1,042 of the Revised 
Statutes, that whenaman is sentenced to 
pay a fine and is unable to pay it he can serve 
thirty days and then be aischarged by taking 
oath that he is not worth $20 over and above 
the $1,650 exempted. Adams served out his 
term, was unable to pay the fine, and then 
served thirty days more. 

Yesterday Jailer Seab Ozburn, noting that 
Adams’ time was up, sent him before Com- 
missioner Fuller to be discharged. 

„Good-by, Mr. Ozburn,”’ said Adams. 
** You’ve all been as clever to me as you could 
be, and if I ever get a chance I' do sume- 
thing for vou.“ 

The jailer wished him good-by, and all the 
moonshiners in jail shook hands with Adams 
before he left. One or two of them from 
Lumpkin County gave Adams messages to 
carry home for them. 

The Commissioner looxed over the papers 
and found everything correct. 

„ You are not worth $1,670?” asked he. 

“Great Scott--]’m not worth $100.”’ 

“You can’t pay a fine of 6100“ 

Not if I was going to be hung for it.“ 

“Hold up your band, then.” 

„What for?’ ~ ae 

„To take the oath.” 

**] can’t take any oath,” said Adams, firm- 
ly. “If I had known I had to take an oath 1 
wouldn't have come here.“ 

** Youll bave to go back to jail, then.” 

‘IT can’t help it. Il can’t take an oath.” 

„Can't you swear to the truth!“ 

„1 can’t swear at all. The Bible says 
‘swear not.“ 

„Well, that’s the only way out of it.”

Seeing that the man was determined, the 
Commissioner gave him credit for his scru- 
ples, and explained to Adams that he wouid 
allow him to signa an affirmation. 

** What’s the difference!“ asked Adams, 

It was explained to him.

And he proceeded to quote Bible authority 
for his position. 

His reply to every argument was a quota 
tion from the Bible. He would listen to no 
argument unless it came from the Bible, and 
the available stock in the Commissioner’s 
office was s ily exhausted, leaving Adams 
un¢gonvinced. He was not offensive at all, 
but quiet about it. He made no display of 
his conscientious scruples, but his mind was 
made up, and he wouldn’t change it.

All this 
comes back with photographic clearness on 
the mind that forgets che last newcomer as 
if he had never been, and does not remember 
today what happened yesterday. But the 
events of her young life are burned into ner 
memoryin lines of fire that can never be 
effaced, and she knows only too well what 
she was and what she did. 

She looks back, too, over her own life, and 
wishes now that she lived more for her fam- 
ily and her duties. She had children whom 
she might have guided better had she loved 
them more.

“gether have made but a sorry business of 
life! She brought them up for that world to 
which she had sacriticed herseit. Money and 
society were the twin gods which from tne 
beginning they were taught to worship. Ali 
others were faise idols of the impracticable 
heathen. Asshe had beaten down her own 
heart, so did she theirs. As she had sold 
herself in the marriage market, 80 did she 
force them to sell themselves. 

If the sequel was tragic—sin and tragedy 
combined—she shifted the burden of blame 
from her own shoulders to theirs, and echoed 
the condemnawen which the world shouted 
aloud. Perhaps, now, she seesthings a littie 
differently. ‘hat one, the wanton, who 
stooa in the diverce court with half a dozen 
corespondents at her back—welj, she had 
but turned intoene channel the sensuality 
which with herself had flowed into others.

At we best, too, that future 
is dark and dread, and death is an awful 
thing for us all to undergo. And whether it 
leads to annihilation or to the reward earned 
by our action in life, it ‘is equally horrible; 
and her blood runs cold when she thinks o 
it. Sometimes she comforts herself with 
that odd materiahsm which some people are 
able to tack on te their spiritual creed. Yes, 
there is another life, certainly, but it is just 
a continuation of this. Ot course we shail 
all bea little more shadowy than we are now, 
and our pleasures will be more sentimental 
ana less sensual;-but we shall be exactly 
ourselves; and the ball will roll as merrily as 
before. She talks herself into quite a cheer- 
ful state of expectancy when she dilates on 
what she hopes and what she believes, and 
she forgets the pang of dissolution which 
. „ her like a specter that will not 

aid. 

Or it may be that she resolutely banishes 
the whole thing from her thoughts, and 
spends on reading loose French novels the 
time which others of her state and kind de- 
vote to the Bible and comforting visions of 
everything coming rightin the end. And

Some of them are impertinent; more are 
amusing, and some are decidediy novel and 
interesting.

of that spot. There was no occasion to bury 
treasure, anyhow, and, what is more, all the 
people in that part of the country 1 passed 
through were too poor to have treasure to 
bury. 

The old General turned the scrap-book 
pages quickly after that, diaplaying with 
lively zest things of interest. Suddenly he 
paused and laid his hand upon alittle pencil 
sketch about 414/ inches in measurement, 
— in a lower corner of the page. It bore

Its 
iron door stood afer, revealing some books 
and boxes filled with correspondence ranged 
on sheives. “Here,” he said, between the 
puffs of his cigar, ** are all the books and pa- 
pers that accumulated during the war. They

Gen. Sherman regards the maps as being, 
perhaps, the most valuable part of his collec- 
tion of war relics. There are over 200 of 
them of all sizes. He says that he knows 
just what they are worth, but he will not 
allow the publication of his estimate. It is 
certain, however, that he values them at 
more than $50,000, for that sum was offered 
for them some time 
was not accepted. The General has resolved 
in his own mind upon a certain disposition 
of the historical material, but he will 
not reveal his plans. Gen. Sherman is 
willing to let anybody see his mapa, 
provided he can give a legitimate reason tor 
wisbing to examine them.

Y letter every day, and hardly a day 

that there are not one or more callers at the 
General’s office to look the maps over and to 
take memoranda from them. Ali that is re- 
quired to secure an examination of the coi- 
lection is a letter from some responsible per- 
son introducing the visitor. Gen. Sherman 
will often persunaily assist the visitor in go- 
ing over the maps. His clerk is present to 
extend this favor when the General himself 
is not at home. 

Strictness in requiring credentials from 
visitors was enforced upon the veteran com- 
mander by a mean larceny of the valuable 
original maps of his war memoirs some little 
time ago. e granted the privilege of exam- 
ining these to a man whom he had always 
considered a friend, but found later on that 
his confidence had been abused and that the 
maps had been carried off in a bunch. Search 
was made all over the country without avail. 
The missing original maps were four times 
the size of the productions published with 
the memoirs, and were mounted on linen.

-class lines between Chicago and the 
seaboard before the Board of Rulings (Chair- 
men Blanchard and Tuttle) yesterday after- 
noon, and the board at once went to work to 
fix the differentials for the varicus lines. It 
is understood that they will be ready to 
make the award tomorrow. The lines from 


Chicago east which demand differential rates 
are the Chicago & Grand Trunk. Chicago & 
Atlantic, and Niagara Falls Short Line (Wa- 
bash). Theselines believe that whatever dif- 
ferentials are awarded them should be the 
same by each route. They demand a larger 
differential than they have had heretofore— 
$1.50 less on first-class tickets. This differen- 
tial they claim is not sufficient -to insure 
them a fair proportion of the east-bound pas- 
senger traffic. The present limited rate by 
the first-class lines, Chi to New York, is 
$20. There was a discussion as to the advis- 
ability to increase the rate by the first-class 
lanes in case the second-class lines get a 
larger differential than 61860, so as to 
keep the rate by the second-class lines 
at $18.50. Ine first-class lines, however, con- 
tended that it would notdo to advance the 
rate by any of the lines above $20, because if 
a higher rate was made the public would not 
be satisfied, and raise ahue and cry about 
exorbitant rates. It was therefore agreed 
that the race by the first-class lines shotld 
not be advanced under any circumstances, and 
consequently any changes in differentials 
will be by reduction of rates over second- 
class lines. Therefore if the second-class 
roads are awarded a greater differential than 
they now have the public will be benefited 
to that extent. It is probable that the Board 
of Ruling will decide that the differential by 
the second-class lines from Chicago shall not 
exceed $1.50 for the present, on the ground 
that in case it is found that they do not get 
a fair share of the business with that differ- 
ential they have the power to increase the 
same at any time. 

Before adjourning the meeting adopted the 
following resolutions: 

Resolved, That the members of the Passenger 
Committee of the Central Traffic Association 
recommend to their managers, through Chairman 
Blanchard. that they authorize him to take nec- 
essary steps at once to have proper statistics 
prepared under his detailed directions to cover 
the business between ali differential fare points, 
said statistics to begin with Feb. 1, 1890, and to 
De submitted to Chairman Blanchard regularly 
by months from that date, the said statistics to 
show the number of passengers of all classes and 
the revenue derived therefrom. 

Resolved, That is the sense of this meet 
that no rulings having reference to differenti 
fares other than the application now under con- 
sideration should be made without statistics to 
cover the business that may be called in ques- 
tion,

The man with an 
old style basement house on his lot can 
figure up the value of the property at 
justabout the same as the neighboring lot 
without any house at all on it. So far the 
demand has quickly absorbed everything 
new that has been built. But while that was 
being done the undesirable house has been 
aeserted. The owner of the deserted house 
is confident that this is overbuilding. The 
man who continues to put up modern houses 
and rents them while the architect is still 
working on the plans insists that Chicago is 
not overbuilt. \ Both are right from their dif- 
ferent standpoints. Whatever may be said 
of overbuildmg of residences there is 
no question of overbuilding in down- 
town quarters. Practically every store 
in the business district is occupied. On sole 
of the long business streets like Madison 
street and Milwaukee avenue there are a few 
empty stores, but on such streets there nat- 
uraily always will be sume empty places. In 
oftice quarters it is long since the ist of Jan- 
vary has seen rent rolls with so few blank 
spaces. The great builaings of which people 
were wondering how they uld ever fill up 
have gone“ quietly on absorbing tenants 
till they offer but Hobson’s choice 
to future renters. And in filling up 
the new buildings the oad ones 
have not been ropbed. Every office building 
with even passable accommodations is com- 
fortably filledfrom basement to top floor. 
Renting agents predict that by May 1 office 
quarters will be about as crowded as is pos- 
sible. They are not wondering now what 
they are to do with the space they have, but 
where more roomis tocome from. A new 
office building im these times is not the 
growth ofa day. In the first place it is a 
tedious hunt to find the land to put it on, 
and then it takes at least two years for 
one of the many storied structures 
to grow into its teens. The Chamber of 
Commerce Building and a few smaller 
structures will relieve the situation some, 
but their relief will be badly needed by the 
time they are ready. 
SOM INTERESTING FIGURES. 

The tendency of the city’s growth is being 
carefuily tested by an ingenious real-estate 
owner. For several weeks he bas had a man 
stationed at various a carefully count- 
ing the passers by. hen the work is com- 
pleted it promises to show some inter- 
esting and surprising results. Every 
one knows that the tide of trade 
has gone southward, but few would 
suppose that the movement had been so 
marked that Adams street from State street 
to Clark carried more people than Madison 
street does. The figures show that an aver- 
age of about 5,000 peopie pass a point on Mad- 
ison street inan hour. Nearly 6,000 will go 
by on Adams street within the same time. 
The north side of Adams carries about 1,000 
more to the hour than the south side. In 
front of the retail stores on State street 7,500 
shoppers go by each hour, while a block 
further east finds Wabash avenue with but 
an occasional passer in comparison. The 
number of travelers on Dearborn street 
prove that the great advances in 
prices there have been without rea- 
son. Dearborn street pavements are 
walked on during the daytime by more peo- 
ple than Clark street or La Salle street. Tne 
crowd at night, however, takes its way up 
and down Clark street. 

There is but little Eastern capital coming 
to Chicago for real-estate investment. It 
goes on through to Omaha, Kansas City, and 
Denver. The rate per cent that money will 
earn in Chicago now has nearly reached the 
level established in Eastern cities. It has 
long ceased to be the piace for 10 per cent 
investments. Ihe rate that money invested 
in real estate here will earn is probabiy 
not over one-half of 1 per cent above 
the rate the Eastern investor can get at 
home. That offers him small inducement, 
and he keeps his money where itis or sends 
it on to the younger Western towns which 
offer larger returns if less solid security. 
The fact that buyers’ money is so much more 
plenty than opportunities for investment in- 
dicates that the number of Chicago people 
who have successfully cultivated bank ac- 
counts has grown to be large. 

SALES BETWEEN SIXTY-KIGHTH AND EIGHTY- 
SECOND STREETS. 

Since May 1, 1889, some 20,000 feet of front- 
age bave been sold on Wabash, Michigan, 
Prairie, Calumet, and South Park avenues, 
between Sixty-eighth and Eiguty-second 
streets. This region was not long ago consid- 
ered a first-rate piace for duck shooting, and 
at times offered a fair course for a regatta. 
Strong efforts have been made to drain the 
property Within the last year or two, and the 
attempt has Leen in a measure successful, 
It came into the market quietly, and sales 
have been quietiy made. It will surprise the 
owners in that section to learn that the sales 
of eight months of 1889 foot up to about one- 
fifth ofall the property on those five ave- 
nues between Sixty-eighth and Eighty-sec- 
ond streets. It has been in the market at 
$10, $15, and $20 a foot. The people who can 
afford these prices are almost without num- 
ber, but the jots that are at all easy of access 
which can be had at prices within those lim- 
its are not many. 

WABASH AVENUE AND THE ALLEY ROAD. 

The failure of Lawlor & Co. during the 
week, with its attributed cause of a Wabash 
avenue location, is another demonstration 
of the proposition which will not stay dem- 
onstrated that retail dry-goods stores can- | 
not flourish off of State street. Wabash 
avenue has been the coming retail street for 
years, but it hasn’t got here yet. The press- 
ure on State street, however, 1s forcing 
some classes of business to the avenue which 
cannot afford to pey State street rentals. 
Recent removals of music dealing firms to 
Wabash avenue, together with those 
located tere, quite establish that section 
as music headquarters. The friends of Wa- 
bash avenue are looking forward to the alley

Reynolds and Edward V. Reynolds 100x148 feet, 
west front, on State street, 165 feet north of 
Eighteenth street. The consideration was $55,000 
cash. The owner paid $40,000 for the property a 
few years ago, 

Sixteen lots having a frontage of 880 feet 
on Monroe street near Wilcox avenue, between 
the railroad and California avenve, have just 
been sold by W. D. Kerfoot & Co. for $16,000. All 
the property is to be improved at once with good 
brick dwelling houses. 

S. E. Gross has a large force of men grad- 
ing streets and laying sidewalks in the second 
addition to Magnetic Grossdale,“ his new sub- 
urban city on the Chicago, Burlington & Quincy 
railroad. He expects to have this addition ready 
for the market in one or two weeks. 

M. D. Birge and others have purchased 
twenty acres on West Forty-eigach and Augusta 
streets for $30,000. This property is adjoining 
the twenty acres purchas some sixty days 
ago and just subdivided by M. D. Birge & Co. 
They will subdivide the last twenty acres and 
place it on the market at once. 

The Chicago avenue horse-cars, which 
heretofore have stopped at Hoyne avenue, now 
continue their route out Chicago avenue to Cal- 
ifornia avenue and thence on California avenue 
to Humboldt Park.

Snow & Dickinson sold last week the cor- 
ner of Grand boulevard and Forty-fifth street, 
125x150, for $31,200; the southwest corner of 
Grand boulevard and Forty-seventh street for 
$20,000; 50 feet on Wabash avenue, south of Four- 
teenth street, for $30,000; La Salle avenue, north- 
west corner of Erie street, four-story flat build- 
mg, for $14,000; Vincennes avenue, northwest 
corner of Seventy-ninth street, for $11,000. 

Frank Wells has sold two lots at Halsted 
and Fifty-ninth streets for $2,500. In July, 1887, 
this same property was transferred for $1,000, 
and other property in the vicinity was dull at 
about the same scale of prices. An advance in 
price of 150 per cent ia two years and a half 
ought to satisfy almost any real-estate boomer. 
Better transportation facilities are credited with 
being the main cause of this advance. 

J. C. Sampson & Co. have within a few 
weeks closed leases which aggregate 81, 148.000.

State street to Siegel & Cooper for ten years at 
about $200,000 for the term; Nos. 176 and 178 Wa- 
bash avenue for Edson Keith & Co. to Lyon, 
Potter & Co.; Nos. 167 and 169 Adams street to 
E. Baggot for fifteen years from Jan. 1; Nos. 254 
and 256 Wabash avenue to A. S. Barnes & Co. for 
five years at a rental of $70,000 for the term. 


The Grinneil Agricultural Implement com- 
pany of Grinneil, la., Will soon move to Chicago. 
Among other agricultural machinery the com- 
pany manufactures is & reaper of the header 
variety. A large trade with South America, 
especially with the Argentine Republic, bas been 
built up in these machines. The company has 
just closed negotiations for a forty-acre tract at 
Washington Heights. Their Iowa plant will be 
removed to this property this year. The factory 
will employ 400 or 500 people. 

There never was so much interest taken in 
any banquet held in Chicago as there seems to be 
in the Real-Estate Board banquet of 1890.

The Central Union Buiiding company will 
erec a Six-story building at the northwest cor- 
ner of Madison and Market streets.

The new 
building will be of brick, and will be divided into 
stores, offices, and sample rooms for Eastern 
manufacturers. The top story will be used for 
hight manufacturing. Ime building will cost 
$200,000 to 300,000, and will be ready Nov. 1. 
The old lease of the ground, which contained a 
ten-year revaluation clause, has been changed so 
that the rental for the remaining thirty years 
will be $10,000 for the first year, $12,500 for the 
second year, and $15,000 annuaily for the remain- 
ing period. 

The improvements that have been made on 
Grand boulevard, Vincennes avenue, and the 
streets and avendes north of and adjacent to 
Washington Park are an indication of what can 
be done with choice residence pronerty if rightly 
bandied and developed. A year ago there were 
no streets opened to speak of south of Forty- 
seventh street, but now they are all cut through 
to the park, and many of m improved with 
stone sidewalks and macadamized roadbeds, etc. 
The new buildings are all of a high order, which 
establishes the character of future improvements. 
The activity in this section is largely influenced 
by confi in the alley elevated railway en- 
terprize. That railway, if built, will be of spe- 
cial advantage to this region, as its greatest need 
is better transportation facilities.

THE VETERAN ALBERT PAYNE. 


Albert Payne, one of Chicago’s oldest and 
best-known artists, is a host within himself. 
His mind is stored with reminiscences of art 
life here in America. In the forty-eight 
years that he has wielded the brush his 
associates have been the most celebrated 
artists of those years. He went to Cio- 
cinnati in 1841. At that time tne place was a 
great pork center, and such artists as James 
H. Beard, the Cranch brothers (sons of Chief- 
Justice Cranch, who was a brother-in-law of 
John Quincy Adams), the sculptor Powers, 
of Greek Slave“ fame, were timid about 
estabiishing a society devoted entirely to art. 
Tney felt somewhat as do the artists of Chi- 
cago today. They were not quite sure 
whether art could find a resting place or not. 
So they modestly became a part of an orgau- 
ization known as a “Society for the Dif- 
fusion of Useful Knowledge” and established 
a “Section for Fine Arts and rented ‘ Trol- 
lope’s Folly”? as an abidme piace for the 
presumption. ‘“Trollope’s Folly” was an 
ambition of Mrs. Trollope, the mother of Au- 
gustus and Anthony Trollope, and was orig- 
inally intended for a bazaar,” but degener- 
ated into a Folly.” Every city has monu- 
ments of the kind—but it is not necessary to 
go into detail, even to encourage art in Chi- 
cago, as to how that coterie of timid artists 
have each found their niche in fame. 

In New York Mr. Payne was associated 
with William Page, noted for his Ideal 
Head of Christ,” which 18 used as the 
frontispiece of Beecher's “ Life of Christ.“ 
And particularly for his exquisite flesh tints 
of the Titian school. Mr. Page is the artist 
to whom James Russell Lowell dedicated his 
first poems.

J. FRANK WALDO’S PICTURES. 

J. Frank Waldo's pictures have a way of 
taking vare of themselves, «nd it is well that 
itisso. Were it left to Mr. Waldo to show 
their merits the popular artist would not be 
quoted as he is today. His modesty is his 
—— fauit. The signature on a picture of 

aldo’s is the last thing that is ever looked 
at. He bas a way of catching a happy 
thought and expressing it with his brush 
mat makes the observer want to possess the 
picture immediately. Itis either something 
one pleasantly remembers or something one 
has been searching for. It is said there is 
nota State in the Union but where can be 
found one or more of Waldo’s landscapes, 
and several have wandered across the sea. 
Mr. Waido came before the Chicago public 
in 1865, just at the closing of the war, 
through designing the medal for the North- 
western Sanitary Fair, the greatest fair ever 
held in the Onited States, and which was 
for the benefit of the sick and wounded 
soldiers. A committee of twelve was ge- 
lected to decide upon a medal, with Digby V. 
Rell as chairman. Mr. Waido’s design was 
voted upon unanimously. It was made and 
struck off at the United States mint. Tax 
Cuicaco TRIBUNE and other papers were en- 
thusiastic over the medal, not hesitat'ng to 
pronounce it by far tne finest medal in 
the world, not excepting the medal for the 
World’s Fair in London. It is certainly 
a oveautiful thing and tells the 
story of those gloomy days. Emblematic of 
the war pearing its close, the dawn of peace 
is indicated by the sun just rising back of 
some distant hills; on a promontory in the 
foreground stands Liberty“ pointing to the 
left towdrds a tented field where glimpses of 
artillery can be seen, while on her right in 
the background can be seen the Monitor and 
other ships of war. Around and under ber 
feet are sanitary goods ready to be 
shipped to the sick and wounded; 
around the W * of the medal, which 
1s only about 2 inches in diameter, 
are the words, “Northwestern Sanitary 
Fair, Chicago, LiL, 1865.” On the back is a

wrapped up in a newspaper or an old skirt, 
and tied with twine in such @ Way as to ind! 
cate that they were left out in the world to 
die by the same person. About thirty 
starved innocents have been found within 
this period, and all the signs pointed to the 
existence in the neigh borhood of a baby farm 
doing a rushing business. 

Mrs. Evelyn Abbott. who occupied the 
house No. 4 Dearborn place, was suspected 
by many persons as being the conductor of 
the farm.“ the more so because one day in 
last November the dead body of a 2-months- 
old infant was found in Franklin Park, 
wrapped in an old skirt bearing a slip having 
upon it Mrs. Abbott’s name and address, and 
some writing. But even with this 
evidence to work upon the Health 
Board made no move in the matter. To- 
day, however, Mrs. Abbott, emboldened by 
the laxity of the officials, applied for a license 
to run a lying-in hospital at her house. Dur- 
ing the hearing the facts about the “ baby 
farm“ and the dead infants came out. Mrs. 
Abbott, who is very illiterate, is six feet tall 
and weighs 250 pounds, seid that she had 
uved four years on Dearborn place and that 
she had taken babies to board for eight years. 
She said that she had never taken babies of 
doubtful parentage except where she was 
sure that she would get paid for it, because 
„% he was a poor widow woman.” 

She usually charged from $25 to $50 to the 
woman who brought a child, and always took 
the woman’s name and residence. Where 
they gave the children for Mopuon sbe re- 
quired them to give up all right and titie to 
the children. She kept books and accounted 
for all the babies she had taken in charge as 
long as they were with her. She said that 
she had applications for babies for 
adoption from all over New En- 
gland, and she advertised for fam- 
ines who wished to adopt babies. 
In case of death the parent paid the expenses 
of burial, having signed an agreement to 
that effect. She could account for babies 
she received only as long as they remained 
with her. Ske had had seventy-five ies 
under a year old within the year to rd, 
about thirty-five or forty of whom were 
adopted. Sne said she had thirteen children 
now in her charge. She added that the pa- 
per with the dead infant in Franklin Park 
was certainly hers, but she could not explain

how it got there, unless it had been taken 


from some articie she had sent oufof the 
house. 


She wanted to know why other women 


who advertised babies for adoption were net 
prosecuted as she had been. She had po 
idea that her business was illegal, and tms 
statement, consideriug her ignorance, is 
probably in good faith, The neighbors used 
to see so many dead babies carried out of 
Mrs. Abbott’s house that the Board of Health 
was fairly showered with compiaints. 


Dr. Cummings, an officer of the board, 


said: I nave direct care of all foundlings. 
I visited Mrs. Abbott’s place in November 
last. Two children were on the floor fas- 
tened to the beds by small ropes tied about 
their waists and preventing free motion 
about de room. I examined Mrs. Abbott’s 
books, but they were in such a state that 1 
could not make anything out of them.“ 


Mr. Burtt, an officer connected with the De- 


partmént of the Outdoor Poor, detailed sev- 
eral cases of unfortunate girls who had ta- 
ken chilaren there, giving names and all cir- 
cumstances. He said: A white girl toot-a 
child there and gave itto Mrs. Abbott for 
adoption. In a few days Mrs. Abbott gave it 
to a white woman, who gave her a certificate 
that she would take care of the child. [n two 
or three days the foster parent gave the child 
to a colored family at the South End. Au- 
other case was that of a poor girl living 
in Cardiff, Wales. She came here and haa a 
child born to heron the passage. We were 
going to send it back with her, but she said 
she had given it away Nov. W to Mrs. Ab- 
bott. We went there, found out where she 
had sent the child, and went and tit. I 
have no doubt that she keeps a vegular mart 
tor bab:es whiep she keeps, and the girls 
who go there to put their babies out to board 
are frightened into sigding astatement which 
they think deprives them of all future right 
to the children.”

After this severe blow, at Gen. Grant's urgent 
solicitation, Conkling teok the stump for Gar- 
field, and he and Grant no doubt turned the 
scale in Garfield's favor, The latter was elected, 
but there ended Mr. Conkling’s support. He 
never believed in the President, and evaded by 
various expedients the latter's strenuous—al- 
most frantic—efforts to win his powerful aid. 
The story of the split, the fatal wreck-strewn 
rock of office-giving being the point of difference, 
is here retold withoat any fresh light being 
thrown upon it. Two separate quarrels botween 
him and the two Presidents regarding appoint- 
ments to the same office—Ooliector of Customs— 
are among the most marked incidents in this 
biography. Regarding the quarrel with Hayes 
the biographer observes as follows: 

THe CHICAGO TRIBUNE says: “The defeat of 
the Administration in the matter of the New York 
Custom-House appointments is no more than the 
country had reason to expect, and the wonder is that 
the Senate vote was not more unanimous. The 
President was wrong.“ 

Three terms in the Senate, interspersed with 
brilliant success at the bar; eloquent speeches 
in the chamber, in court, on the stump, and in 
political conventions; these fill up the great pro- 
portion of the 700 pages ot the poorly written yet 
interesting work. Naturaliy enough the elo- 
quence of the great speaker forms the most fruit- 
ful theme of the writer, and much of the quoted 
matter, which would be stigmatized as “pad- 
aing ite were not so high in quality, is here 
welcomed as the best possible filling for the 
space. 

1 few characteristic extracts must be ventured 
here to illustrate the theme. The first is from 
the court-room: 

Is it true that I have been diligent in laying bare 
these iniquities? Give me a certificate of my zeal 
that I may leave it as a legacy to my children and bid 
them say of me: “He did his utmost to gibbet at the 
cross-roads of public justice all those who, when war 
had drenched the land with blood and covered it with 
mourning. parted the garment of their country 
among them and cast lots upon the vesture of the 
Government, even while they had positions of emol- 
ument and trust.” 

Another, this time from the platform, gives an- 
other view of his splendid style: 

War has gone from as. Its bloody shadow falls on 
France. Its tramp recks thrones, and Kings are 
now. Perhaps war has gone with avenging band to 


ette—perhaps war strikes the hour for the Emperor 
who plotted and schemed against us in the day of our 


trial. 

Asplendid burst of eloquence, patriotic and 
prophetic! It tells what be knew, and what the 
country at large has not yet learned—viz : that

One of the most interesting things met in read- 
ing the life of a shrewd and far-seeing man like 
Conkling is the recognition by those who differed 
from him of the blunders they made—the cases 
wherein he was right and they wrong.

His 
portentous memory kept everything he ever 
saw, heard, read, or even thought constantly 
ready for use, and “his arrows were never en- 
tangled in the quiver, but were quickly drawn 
and driven to the mark.“ He made oareful and 
laborious preparation for even his unwritten 
speeches, He was a coustant worker out of 
Congress and in it, resisting the allurements of 
Washington society for the sake of public busi- 
ness, (At the same time the world says what 
the biographer omits to say, that in certain per- 
sonal matters outside the Capitol building, and 
net usually recognized as appertaining to good 
society, he was far from recognizing any re- 


He was a consistent supporter of the prin- 
ciple of protection and an opvonent of slavery 
and Southernism generaily. He was the faith- 
ful adherent of Seward, and Seward’s mantle as 
chief of his party in New York fell on Conkimg s 


His legal metbods and principles are naively 
set forth. “ Win your cases was the war ory. 
One doubts if in all his legal experience the ques- 
tion of justice or equity ever arose ia bis mind; re- 
lief in defeat by the thought that right had been 
with the winner: regret in victory that wrong had 
triumphed. Get money, my son,” said the fabled 
Scot; “get money, honestly if you can, but get 
money.“ The bold principle ot win your cases 
is a slight advance on the older aphorism in that 
it does not even express a preference for honesty. 
His court-room manners were insolent; he 
sneered at his opponents, their chents, and their 
Witnesses, and would tie up his books of legal 
reference until ready to use them to prevent 
opposing counsel from knowing what authorities 


He sometimes gave the other side “ a terrible 
“ word-lashing by using alternately the sever- 
est censure and the most cutting ridicule. . . . 
He would in some cases assume that a verdict

Denial of the Andersonville Story Recently 
Telegraphed from Springfield, Mass.

rivals Babbage. Men, on thé other hand, of 
every race and every degree of civilization, 
under certain conditions of p or men- 
tal excitement, utter sounds exhibit con- 
tortions which are un known as 
laughter. It you tickle us do we not 
laugn?” said Shylock, claimmg equality with 
the Christians. And Jew and Gentile, sav- 
age and philosopher, have at least this sus- 
copti bility in common. 

The physical methods by which laughter 18 
expressed have been accurately observed by 
physiologists. The researches of Darwin, 
Herbert Spencer, Piderit, and others have 
thrown much light upon the matter. The 
respiratory organs are the first attacked, the 
chest ana diapbragm being contracted. Then 
two sets of muscles in tne neighborhood of 
the mouth are influenced. The contraction 
of the grand zygomatic muscle causes the 
mouth to open, while the muscles in the 
upper lip draw upward the corners of the 
mouth and 80 e the teeth. The whole 
aspect of the face becomes suddenly changed. 
The cheeks are drawn end wrinkled, crow’s- 
feet appear round the eyes, and finally 
the contraction of thé  orbicular 
muscies of' the eye causes tears to 
be shed. It will thus be seen that the whole 
frame is shaken by violent outbursts of 
laughter. The contraction of the chest and 
diaphragm proves. that laughter has good 
cause to bold both its sides, while. as Mr. 
Spencer points out, the adage Laugh and 
grow fat” findsite explanation in physiolo- 
gy. For laughter “stimulates not only the 
muscular system, but aiso the internal or- 
gans, suchas heart and stomach, and so 
aids digestion.” A modest and restrained 
example is seen in the sketch, At the The- 
ater.’ 

VARIOUS CAUSES OF LAUGHTER. 

When we consider,the: causes of which 
laughter is the effect we attack a problem of 
considerable ‘difficulty. The laugh, which 
has its origin in the sensation of 
tickling, must, I think, be -considered by 
itself, It is by no means a pleasurable emo-

These nerves are in 
communication with 
what. physiologists 
term a ganglionic center. To this center the 
impression produced by tickling is at once 
carried, and is then conveyed along another 
set of nerves to the muscies of the face and 
respiratory organs. The muscles contract 
with violence, and bursts of laughter follow, 
which in turn die away as the energy pro- 
duced by ‘the nervous excitement is ex- 
pended. 

The laughter: born of mental excitement 
raises more subtle and interesting issues. It 
has been discussed by a long line of philoso- 
phers, from Aristotle downwards. It in- 
volves, incidentally, an explanation of the 
comic, and leads to thé question: In what 
does the ludierous consist! One writer says 
laughter arises from a sense of superiority 
or personal e. The eruel smile on tae 
face of the dentist, as seen in the illustra- 
mon, might arise perhaps from the cperator’s 
sense of superiority to his suffering patient; 
but the laughter which is caused by mimicry, 
for example, or a play upon words, needs an- 
other explanation. An analysis of the sit- 
uations or 1deas which move men to laughter 
is the only Way. to arrive at a clear under- 
standing of the matter, and this will prove 
to us that it is an element of the incongruous 
or unexpected by which, in the vast majority 
of cases, our sense of fun is tickled. 

Whatever is out of harmony with its envi- 
ronments, whatever is miserably inadequate 
(or more than ade- 
quate) to the end it 
serves, is. provocative 
of laughter. In the 
natural world there is 
hardly a touch of the 
ludicrous. Trees or 
flowers are seldom seen 
in incongruous posi- 
Mons. They rarely vio- 
late the recognized fit- 
ness of things. The 
giant amorphophallus, 
which lately burst into 
blossom at Kew, was, 
perhaps. worth a smile. 
This was not because 
tere was anything 
essentially humorous THE SUPERCILIOUS 
about it—had we met LAUGH. 
with it in the wilds of South America it had 
probably gone unnoticed; but that a flower 
should emit an unpleasantly pungent odor 
and attract blow-flies like carrion, is outside 
the experience of the untraveled English- 
man, and may, in a climate such as ours, 
appear ridiculous. Emerson quotes as an 
instance of the ludicrous an umbrella 
floating in midocéan. In itself an umbrella 
is commonplace enough, but there is no man 
who could meet with the emblem of material 
Civilization aimlessiy drifting in the vast 
solitude of the sea without beim tickled into 
a smile. Then there are some to whom 
bodily deformities are laughable, but these 
are of tne simpler sort of men, whose sense 
of bumor is neither cultivated nor refined. 
The gods of Homer were only savages, after 
all. and yet, when they laughed at Hephestus

Prom these examp'es the following conclu- 
sion is arrived at: Everything incongruous 
is ludicrous; but if the incongruity arouses 
feelings of horrar, disgust, fear, or awe 
acute — io.vercome the sense of 
ridiculous laughter does not result. Hence 
it is impossible to define dogmatically what 
is humorous and what is not. Sensitive- 
ness to horror, disgust, or fear depends 
upon racial distinctions, degrees of civiliza- 
tion, personal idiosyncrasy. And so it comes 
about that the ludicrous is ephemeral, and 
almost parochial. The English humor of the 
seventeenth and eighteenth centuries was 
chiefly connected with the violation of the 
sanctity of marriage. There was nothing in 
the world so funny as acuckoid. The Paris- 
aus of the nineteenth century are very much 
of the same opinion as our ancestors were, 
but the English of today, for some reason or 
other, fail to see the humor of conjugai infi- 
delity. Mr. Du Maurier’s jokes in Punch

those unspellable results of the destructive 
distillation of coal-tar which are now sover- 
eigu remedies for everything. 

It would be infinitely funny were it not 
that we have all lost our tempers under the 
continued annoyance of the plague and cease 
to ind it amusing any more. Social life is 
shaken to pieces. A lady the other day 
wrote from her sick chamber a most sorrow- 
ful note to a young lady whom she was to 
chaperon to an cntertainment, and the mis- 
sive was crossed on its way by a note from 
the dud saying she was laid up with 
the distemper, whil® directly after came the 
announcement that owing to the iliness of 
the hostess the entertainment had to be given 
up altogether. Outof what should bave been 
a briluant dinner party of twelve one night 
last week, for which most elaborate prepara- 
tions had been made, there sat down the 
host and hostess, both red-eyed, if not red- 
nosed, from la grippe,“ and one guest, a 
man whom nothing short of death will ever 
be able to subdue. 

Such instances could be multiplied almost 
indefinitely, and itis at once droll and pa- 
tnetic to hear the “buds” of the year com- 
plain of their hard luck in. coming out in 
such a season. What is of more importance, 
however, is that the influenza is constantly 
developing a tendency to leave disagreeable 
traces behind it, and to be most slow in 
going. We were at tne beginning assured 
that one had la grippe but four days, and that 
he had it put once. Now it is recognized that 
the same person may have it two of three 
times, and that it may last an indefinite 
length of time.

We have 
heard much from Western cold waves, but 
they have thus far pretty generally melted 
away inthe middie distance, and the fogs 
of a winter that is detestably English con- 
tinue to abide with us in all their baleful m- 
fluences.

CUSTER. poy, 11 years old, when 
his father told him that a new mustang pony 
which stopped before their front gate one 
day was his and that he could ride it to Cali- 
fornia if he wanted to. Young Custer kept 
the pony and accompanied his father across 
the plains. He also kept a diary, por- 
tions of which are still in his possession, 
The descriptions it gives of the ride on 
the river trom St. Joe, Mo., to old Fort 
Kearney are delightfully boyish and worthy 
of presentation. He telis of “lots of 
Indians whom he saw on the river banks, 
and of masses of ice two feet thick” which 
the boat encountered. The picture of “lots 
of Indians” running along the river bank 
to keep pace with the boat, while the people 
in the boat threw “bread. eggs, potatoes, 
and oranges at them,“ is one that Tom Saw- 
yer himself could not discount. The youth- 
ful pioneer was somewhat at a loss for play- 
mates on &rriving at Sacramento City. 
“There were only two bigger boys there,” 
he says, “and they wanted me to go in and 
pedale New York papers, But I wouldn’t.” 

W. N. Belt was one of the Belleville boys. 
eight in number, who crossed the plains 
among the firstof those 
who ieft St. Joe, Mo., 
in May, 1849. 

“T remember that 1 
walked the whole dis- 
tance and drove four 
yoke of cattle and a 
heavy wagon,” said Mr. 
Beit. “Tne team cost 
$400 in Belleville ana 
sold at Sacramento for 
over $1,000 six months 
later. We had a tel- 
low im the camp who 
was something of 
a somnambulist. One 
— * we were "9 4 
cam about ten miles | 
from Fort Lavine a man W. X. BELT. 
came to us in a great state of terror and 
warned us to sleep on our arms.’ Accord- 
ing to his story there were 1,000 Indians 
camped across the river waiting for night- 
fall to murder every mother’s son of us. 
The only member of our party who took any 
stock in the Indian story was the somnam- 
bulist. He must have gone to sieep thinking 
of Indians, for in the miadle of the night he 
startied us ull in the camp by cries of In- 
cians.’ Those who were first to be awakened 
saw the figure of a man _ clothed 
in a dlanket, and running for dear 
life in the direction of our wagon. A min- 
ute later he had climbed to the top of the 
wagon and lay crouching there, all the time 
shrieking ‘Indians!’ at the top of his voice. 
in haifa minute everybody was awake and 
every man had his gun ready for the imag- 
inary foe, 

There's one on top of that wagon,’ 
shouted somebody, and tne next instant half 
a dozen rifies were focused in that direc- 
uon.“ 

“* For God's sake, don’t shoot me,’ shouted 
the somnambulist, standing crect on the top 
of the wa,ron. Of course, the boys recog- 
nized the voice, but some of them wanted to 
shoot the owner ‘just for luck.’”’ 

Mr. Belt can tell more stories of California 
pioneer iife than a shorthand writer could 
take down. The first thirty years of his life 
was spent in St. Louis, but that apparently 
exhausted his stock of conservatism and 
patience. His rambiing life through the gold 
fields, sometimes making $40 a day and at 
other times not 40 cents a week, has not 
cured him even yet of the pioneer mania. In 
the Oklahoma emigration of last spring Mr. 
Belt was to the front and was one of the first 
to enter the promised land. For the present 
he isa resident of Chicago, and says he hopes 
to induce his youngest son, who is in*business 
in St. Louis, to come here at least before the 
World’s Fair, so as to be ready when that 
gold digging begins to pan out. 

. MET AFTER FORTY YEARS. 

A strange meeting occurred at one of the 
early reunions of the association a week or 
two ago. In 1849 J. Hide Fisher and Cambden 
Knight were seized with the gold-fever and 
started together from St. Joe, Mo. Before 
arriving at Salt Lake City they parted com- 

ny, Knight ing to Santa Fé, thence to 

exico, where he embarked on a man-of-war, 
and finally landed at San Francisco. His 
companion, Fisher. however, continued the 
overland routé; and ia the hardships of a 
miner’s life his former friend had weil 
nigh been forgotten.

Death of William Sed! mayer. 

William Sedimayer, a well-known tenor 
attached to the Metropolitan Opera-House, 
New York, died last Wednesday morning in 
that city from influenza. He played the part 
of the Cadi in Cornelius’ opera, The Barber 
of Bagdad, at its first production at the 
Metropolitan, Friday evening, Jan. 3, 
though far from well at that time. 
Herr Sedimayer was a native of Vienna, and 
received his musical education at the Con- 
servatory of Music in that city. Later he 
a at the Vienna Opera-House in im- 
portant lyric roles. Upon leaving Vienna 
he went to the Munich Court Theater, and 
afterwards sang at all the principal Eurooean 
opera-houses, ending his European career at 
the Hamburg Opera-House, where 
he was singing when Mr. Stanton 
induced him to visit America. to 
sing the parts of Mime n Wagner’s “ Nibe- 
lungen“ and David in the same co'nposer’s 
“Die Meistersinger von Nuernburg.“ He 
accompanied the Metropolitan opera com- 
pany upon its visit to Chicago last season, 
and the highly artistic portrayai which he 
gave of the character of Mime will be well 
remembered by those who had the good fort- 
une to witnessit. He leaves a wife to whom 
he was devoted.

“A Hundred Years of Music.” 
‘A Hundred Years of Music in America” 
is the title of the latest contribution to 


American musical history. It is published 
by G. L. Howe of this city. It is a handsome 
volume of 715 pages, and, as its title indi- 
cates, aims to give an account of the progress 
of music in this country, especially during 
the iast century, though considerable space 
is devoted to an earler period, begin- 
ning with the rise of American 
musical art from the psalmody of the Puritans 
and their immediate successors. Much in- 
teresting information reiative to music as 
racticed among the earlier colonists, has 
u gathered from various sources and, 
it is belle ved, is now as a whole placed with- 
in the reach of the general public tor the 
frst time. The Paritans were not at first 
well disposed toward music, regarding it 
rather as adevice of the Evil One, designed 
for the purpose of ensnaring the souls of 
men, and even such sacred music as was 
sanctioned for use in public worship found 
vehement opposition. The church music inat 
wus at first used was extremely crude, not to 
say barbarous, but improvements were grad- 
ually introduced as the o non decreased. 
The Bay Psalm. Book,” printed in 1640, 
which is said to have been the second book 
ever printed in British America, was due to 
the labors of the Rev. Thomas Weld, the 
Rev. Richard Mather, and the Rey. John 
Biot. In M47 the Rev. Johu Cotton, a man 
of devout piety end great learning, exerted 
his influence which, was great, in favor 
of the “Singme of Psaims asa Gospel 
ordinance” and did much to prepare the way 
for an improvement in the musical portion of 
divine service. His attitude was a remark- 
ably liberal one for that day, and a couple of 
his utterances will serve to show how far he 
was in advance of the majority of his fel- 
lows: 

Wee lay downe this conclusion for a doctrine 
ol truth. That singing of Psalms with a liveiy 
voice is an holy duty of Goa’s worship now in 
the dayes of the New Testament... 
In opposition w this there be some 
anti-Psalmists who doe not acknow!l- 
edge an at all with the voyce in 
the New Testament, but only spiritual! songs of 
joy and comfort of the heart in the word of 
Christ. 

We also grant that any private Christian who 
hath a gifte to frame a spirituall song may both 
frame it and sing it privately for his own private 
comfort and remembrance of some special bene- 
fit or deiiverance. Nor doe we forbid the use of 
any instrument therewithali: so that attention 
to the instrument does not divert the heart from 
attention to the matter of song. 

These quotaions will afford a good idea of 
the manner in which music was ed in 
the infancy of the country. where such ex-

Nothing strange about 
that.
